SUMMER RESORT HOTEL BURNED. 


The Famous Lakeside at Pewaukee, Wis. 
Loss $50,000, 

Milwaukee, Wis., April 20.—The Lakeside 
Hotel at Pewaukee, one of the most famous sum- 
mer resorts in Wisconsin, was burned to the 
ground tonight. The fire started in the main 
building of the hotel from causes unknown. It 
quickly enveloped the whole building and spread 
to the reception hall, the dancing pavilion, 
four cottages. and several barns and out- 
buildings. The whole of that part of 
Pewaukee known as Lakeside was practically

Tell your 
husband that I am sorry that I should do sucha 
thing, but every heart knows its own trouble. 
Yours sincerely, J. H. 

“PP. 5.—See the Coroner sees M. C. McDonald 
before my body is taken anywhere.

Austia, Ridgeland, and Clyde under one control.

tin last night there was much rejoicing. Citi- 
zens paraded the streets, headed by a brass band, 
and bonfires were lighted.

DECLARES DURANT THE MURDERER. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds Him Guilty of Kill- 
ing Miss Williams, 

San Francisco, Cal.. April 20.—W. H. Theodore 
Durant. medical, student and assistant Sunday- 
school superintendent, is to stand trial for the 
murder of Miss Marian Williams in Emanuel 
Baptist Chureh library Friday night, April 12, 
for che Coroner’s jury has found that the young 
woman eame to her death ty his hands: that he 
choked bec"ed death by thrusting pieces of her 
underskirt down her throat, cut her wrists so 
tha@tshe would bleed to death. and to complete 
the murderous work had driven a knife to her 
heart and in a bestial fury ‘slashed her breast. 
The slashing and cutting was done after the girl 
was dead, 

There was a slight flush to be seen on the pris- 
oner's cheek when he heard the verdict, but he 
went back to his.cell, laughed and joked with 
his jailers, and went to sleep last nightas though 
be had no cares in the world. 

wurant’s friends iave based theirtelief in his 
innocence on one point only—that no blood was 
found on hisclothing. With the result of the 
autopsy and the conclusions of the physicians, 
the matter is easy of explanation. With sxill 
acquired in the dissecting-room uf the medical 
college, it would have been an easy matter for 
him to have inflicted the wotinds upon the lifeless 
body, from which the flow of blood would have 
beeu ‘slow, withqat having soiled his clothes. 
The detectives even are not satisfied with this, 
and, last night they Were again at work in the

to belfry and lobby to altar. 

Another curious gircumstance has come to 
light. On the body of Miss Williams was found 
several horse hairs and some human bairs. A 
microscopital examination was made of them 
and they were measured with the following re- 
suit; 

The long silky hair, presumably from Miss 
Williams’ head, was found to be 6-2,000 of an 
inch in thickness; the shorter hair, thought to be 
that of the murderer, measured 5-2,000 of an 
inch, and the horse hair, of which there were 
half a dozen strands, was found to be 21-4,000 
of an inch thick. 

Some hair from the mane of the horse ridden 
by Durant on his trip to “Mount Diablo was 
taken tb the expert, and when put under the 
microscope was found to measure exactly the 
same as the horsehair found on Miss Williams’ 
clothing. Hair from the mane of several horses 
measured either more or less. 

The Rev. J. G. Gibson, who has been mentioned 
so often in connection with the tragedy, still 
keeps himeelf:in seclusion. 

The inquest on the death of Miss Lamont will 
be held Wednesday. The. police are confident of 
proving that Durant committed both crimes. 


WARNED AGAINST FRAUD IN GEORGIA. 


Veteran Colonists Liable to Be Victimized 
by Imperfect Titles. 
Indianapolis, Ind., April 20.—Th8 project of G. 
A. R. members, the full details of which were 
published a few weeks ago, to settle in Georgia, 
has inspired the department veterans in that 
State to issue an official warning against the pur- 
chase of land there with clouded titles. In it 

they say: 

“There are large tracts of lands located in 
various counties, to which pretended titles are 
under frauduient grants. So great bas been the 
traffic in these fraudulent tities, and so wide- 
spread have been the efforts to unload them upon 
innocent and &nadvised purchasers that Philip 
Cook, Secretary of State, as receatiy as March. 
1895, felt it his duty to issue a circular calling 
special attenticn to these frauds, in order. as he 
says, to protect innocent people from being de- 
ceived thereby.”’ 

The colonisation scheme itself is heartily in- 
dorsed, and the Georgia veterans add t there 
are many thousand acres of land obtainable with

EX-CONSUL WALLER AT MARSEILLES. 


Arrives in France Under Sentence of Twenty 
Years’ Imprisonment... 
Marseilles, April 20.— The steamship Djemmabh, 
from the Island of Madagascar, has arrived bere, 
having on board John L. Waller, formerly United 
States Consul at Tamatave, who was recently 
tried by court martial and sentenced to twenty 
years’ imprisonment on the charge of having 
been a spy in the interest of the Hovas. | 
Washington, D. C.,:April 20.—The Washington 
friends of Mr. Waller are bringing all the influ- 
ence possible to bear in bis behalf upon the State 
Department. Among other prominent men who 
have displayed an interest in the case is Senator 
Voorhees, who has had one or two interviews 
with Secretary Gresham and has _ present- 
ed to him in a strong light the _ im- 
portance as well as the ~propriety - of 
the United States investigating the question 
of Waller's treatment. After seeing the Secre- 
tary Senator Voorhszes said he had found Mr. 
Gresham quité as much interested in the case as 
he was, and disposed to have it probed to the 


‘bottom. The Secretary stated that he had al- 


réady placed in the possession of Ambassador 
Eustis all the facts that had come to his knowl- 
edge, and he had given his instructions to thor- 
oughly investigate the case. 

There can be no doubt the Waller incident will 
prove to be one of the most difficult that this ad- 
ministration has had to contend with 1n its treat- 
ment of foreign affairs, and this fact is fully 
realized here. Should the statements of Waller's 
friends be well founded the United States under 
no circumstances can admit the correct- 
ness of the action of the French 
oflicials without thereby admitting its 
indisposition or inability to protect our citizens 
in foreign countries from oppression and il!-treat- 
ment. An interesting question which has arisen 
at this stage is what has becOme of Mr. Waller's 
concession. This government bas uniformly held 
that an American citizen cannot .be dispossessed 
of a concession so long as he complies with its 
terms. 

The information reaching Washington gives the 
details of the charge under which Waller was con- 
victed asaspy. The French soldiers had determin- 
ed to make a descent on one of the large Hova 
towns. It was to be a night attack and was in- 
tended to bea decisive stroke. The arrange- 
ments for the move were guarded with the ut- 
most secrecy. Insome way, however, Walier 
learned of the French movement and is said to 
have conveyed full infornration to the Hovas. 
The latter quickly armed the threatened town, 
so that when the French soldiers appeared they 
were met by an effective resistance. 

Paris, April 20.—An official dispatch from the 
Islaud of Madagascar, via Port Louis, Island ef 
Mauritius, says French troops have occupied the 
fortress of Ambodivohibe,in the northern part 
of Madagascar, after a vigorous attack. 


RUMORS OF TROUBLE IN HAWAIL 


Arms Alleged to Have Been Leased by 
Filibusterers on Oahu, : 

Honolulu, April 13, via San Franciseo, Cal., 

April 20.—More war rumors are afloat, and if ro- 
ports from abroad are true arms have either al- 
ready been landed on Oahu or are liabie to be at 
any moment. It is not believed the natives have 
anything to do with the business. It may be a 
part. of the filibusters’ scheme to lanl arms 
in advance and then bring in ten to 
start the trouble, others tocomein on the tail 
end of the movement. For some time it has been 
noised around in peace circles that another lot of 
firearms was to be landed in Oahu.

CHINA OBTAINS A LOAN IN GERMANY. 


Berlin and Hamburg Bankers Advance 
$7,500,000 at 6 Per Cent. 

Berlin, April 20.—The Chinese Government has 
concluded arrang »ments hers fora loanof 30,- 
000,000 marks ‘$7,500,000) at 6 per cent inter- 
est. The syndicate which has taken up the loan 
incfudes the National Bank and Vonderhoyt & 
Co. of Berlin and L. Berhens & Co. of Hamburg. 

The Cologne Gazette this evening says that in 
view of the pressure being exercised at that time 
by the war party in Japan, Germany at the be- 
ginning of March enjoined the Japanese Govern- 
‘ment to be moderate in the terms demanded for 
peace, urging that the cession of territory upon the 
mainland of China wouid be especially calculated 
to induce the intervention of the powers. Con- 
tinuing, the Cologne Gazette says when it was 
shown by the published terms of peace that 
Japan was not disposed to follow Ger- 
man's advice steps were immediately‘ taken 
to establish an accord with the 
po wers, and a complete agreement 
has been reached with Russia and 
France. The three powers, Germany, Russia, 
and France, according to the Cologne Gazotte, 
will now take steps to protect their interests in 
Eastern Asia. The question of territorial changes 
will be first kept in view against Japan's 
desire to bind herself like a solid 
girdie. around China in order to be 
able to shut off China entirely from 

rope. Incase of need, it is also understood. 
the three powers mentioned intend to avertin 
good time any injury to their interests. It is 
added, however, that Germany would be glad to 
see Japan enjoy the fruits of her military prow- 
ess on condition German interests are not 
injured, 

St. Petersburg, April 20.—The newspapers here 
are unanimous in disapproving the conditions for 
the conclusion of peace between China and 
Japan. They are opposel to Japan acquiring 
territory on the mainland of China. 

The Novoe Vromya declares Russia cannot tol- 
erate the cession of territory north of the Gulf 
of Pe-Chi-Li, adding: ‘Japan may have Wei- 
Hai-Wei and any territory in the South. A re- 
vision.of the treaty by the European powers is 
necessary, as- we believe Great Britain inclines 
to a —_——a understanding with Japan.” Fi- 
nally Novoe Vremya says emphatically Rus- 
sia can not allow Japan to acquire the Liao Tung 
Peninsula and utges prompt and vigorous action 
upon the part of Russia. 

The Novosti favors the summoning of a Euro- 
pean conference to consider this treaty, but 
doubt their solidarity. 

The Svei demands that Russia annex Man- 
churia as far as the natural mountain bound- 
aries and a portion of Corea, with Port Lazareff, 


as compensation for the gains of Japan.

HISTORY OF “ TIMES” AND “ HERALD.” 


Lively Experiences of the Democratic Pa- 
pers That Became One. 

In 1854 Isaac Cook. James W. Sheahan, and 
Daniel Cameron purchased the Young Amefican 
and renaming it the Times ran itin the interests 
of Stephen A. Douglas. The venture was not a 
success, and in 1860 Cyrus H. McCormick as- 
sumed control, and the paper was consolidated 
with the old Herald. In June, 1860, Wilbur F. 
Storey succeeded Mr. McCo#mick in the owner- 
ship, and by his bitter attacks on the Lincoln ad- 
ministration soon earned for his paper the title 
of ‘* the copperhead sheet."" In June, 1863, Gen. 
Burnside stopped the publication of the paper, 
but allowed it to resume two days later. The 
Times was burned out in the fire. of 
1871, and for a while Mr. Storey refused 
to reéstablish his paper. He was finally 
induced to alter his intention. and October 18 
the first issue, an eight column folio, appeared. 
In the following Tiidees the paper was en- 
larged to an eight column folio and quickly' be- 
came a success. In 1873 the Times removed to 
the building at Fifth avenue and Washington 
street, which was the scene of -its brightest days. 
After Mr. Storey’s death in 1884 the paper soon 
sank to mediocrity. Owners were numerous and 
their tenure in office brief. For atime Carter 
Harrison controlled the paper, and after) his 


‘death it was run by bis sons who sold to Adolph 


Kraus. March4 Mr. Kraus withdrew and the 
paper was consolidated with the Herald. 

The Heraldisamuch younger paper than the 
Times. It was established in May, 1881) by 
James W. Seott, Frank W. Palmer, A, M. Janes, 
and Daniel Shepard. Mr. Scott was business 
manager, Mr. Palmer editor-in-chief, and John 
F.. Bailantyne city editer. The first issue ap- 
peared May 10. In F883 occurred the Lehman 
libel suit against the Herald, which resulted in 
the reorganization of that paper, John R. Walsh 
and Martin Russell asfuming joint control with 
Mr. Scott.

'MEANS-A BIG DEFICIT. 


AMOUNT TO BE DERIVED FROM IN- 


OOME: TAX BELOW ESTIMATES, 


Treasury Officials Surprised and Disap- 
pointed at the Returns—Where $30,- 
000,000 Was Expected They May Not 
Be Able to Collect $5,000,000—Condi- 
tion of Affairs Seriously Embarrasses 
the Future of the Democratic Party= 
Contributors to Campaign Funds Sore. 

Washington, D. C., April 20.—[{Special.]— 
Secretary Carlisle and the Treasury of- 
ficials. who are interested in the returns 
from the income tax question are surprised 
and disappointed at the estimated amount 
to be derived from the unpopular tax, as 
shown by the telegraphic statements made 
to Commissioner. of Internal Revenue Miller 
by the Collectors of Internal Revenue. Not 
only are the estimates a disappointment to 
the Secretary but coupled with it is the un- 
official information to the effect that many 
of the people who have submitted their re- 
turns declare they will not pay the tax into 
the Treasury under the present condition 
of things. Others who have made their re- 
turns announce they may pay the tax, but 
they will do so under protest and carry the 
matter before the courts. In view of these 
complications the Treasury officials, who 
were counting upé n at least $30,000, or 
more to help swell the receipts of the gov- 
ernment on account of the income tax, are 
now confronted with the fact that they may 
notebe able to collect $5,000,000 from that 
source during the present fiscal year. In 
the meantime the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment are daily running ahead of the re- 
ceipts, and the situation in the Treasury is 
far from cheerful. 

Senator Faulkner of West Virginia, who 
is the Chairman of the Democratic Con- 
gressional committee, had a long consulta- 
tion with Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue Miller today, and it is understood the 
senjor. Senator from West Virginia drew a 
doleful picture of the prospécts of the Dem- 
ocratic party in consequence of the enforce- 
ment of the income tax. Senator Faulkner 
knows how his committee was handicapped 
in the recent Congressional campaign by 
the lack of funds to defray the ordinary ex- 
penses of the contest. Democrats who had 
in previous years been liberal contributors 
to the campaign fund positively refused to 
contribute a dollar to help a party that*vas 
responsible for the imposition of an income 
tax. He found that the most Vigorous ad- 
vocates of the measure were those who 
either refused or were not able to assist the 
committee in meeting the current expenses 
of the campaign. 

Not only is the political future of the Dem- 
ocratic party said to be seriously embar- 
rassed by the responsibility of the income 
tax, but the finances of the government are 
crippled because of the lack of revenue to 
meet the legitimate demands ‘of the Treas- 
ury. It was expected that the latter part 
of March and the present month would show 
a substantial increase in the revenues from 
customs and also internal revenue. The re- 
ceipts have on one or two days shown signs 
of reaching something. like the amount esti- 
mated per day, but altogether the expendi- 
tures have continued to exceed the receipts 
from day to day, until there is prospect of 
an increased deficiency by the end’:of the 
present fiscal year. Some of the opponents 
of the income tax were inclined to waive 
their objection to that tax until Congress 
can have an opportunity to repeal or modify 
it out of purely patriotic motives. They re- 
alize that the Treasury is greatly in need of 
increased revenues, and under the circum- 
etaneces they were willing to submit to the 
income tax. 

Kexpenditures have~-been pared down to 
the lowest notch, and yet the deficiency 
continues to increase. Now comes the dis- 
crediting’ of the income tax, which was ex- 
pected to produce enough revenue in the 
first year to go a long way towards reduc- 
ing thé deficiency, and the Treasury officials 
are confronted with a serious problem. It 
is said the accounts of the government have 
been turned and twisted so» many different 
ways in order to show an expanded cash 
balance without practically reducing the 
amount of the deficiency that it isdifficult 
to ascertain just where the government 
stands at the present time. The estimate 
of the returns given out by Commissioner 
Miller are not to be regarded as final or con- 
clusive. In view of the great desire on the 
part of the people generally to learn some- 
thing about the probable amount to be de- 
rived from the tax, the Commissioner called 
upon the various Collectors of Internal Rey- 
enue to forward him at once the most con- 
servative estimate of the returns obtain- 
able up to Thursday last. The estimate 
given out yesterday is nothing more thana 
guess, which is likely to be modified materi- 
ally by the later official data submitted to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 


IT MAY NOT GRANT A REHEARING. 


Supreme Court Is Not Expected to Post- 
pone Its Decision Beyond Monday. 

Washington, D. C., April 20:--The general ex- 
pectation is that the Supreme Court will not 
postpone its decision beyond Monday on the ap- 
plication of Messrs. Hyde and Pollock for a re- 
hearing on the income tax cases. This opinion 
is expressed by those who are near to some of the 
members of the court. If there should bea written 
opinion it would necessarily be brief. and the 
chances are the decision will be a bare announce- 
ment. Incasethe decision is adverse to the pe- 
tition the announcement will be made through 
the clerk ofthe courtand not from the bench. 
The general opinion of the attorneys 
who are most familiar with the 
practices of the ,court is that the 
motion will not be granted. They base this be- 
lief upon various grounds. In the first piace it 
is understood there is no desire on the part of 
sittimg members of the court to bring Justice 
Jackson to Washington to sit in the case, and 
without his presence the case could not be tried 
a second time at the present session. To granta 
rehearing and postpone it until next term would, 
they say, leave the iaw ina more unsatisfactory 
condition than it now is, and would fail to ac 
complisb ~ desirable result. Furthermore, it 
is understood the court has an aversion to grant- 
ing rehearings and it has in the past shown a dis- 
position‘to resist efforts to secure them. Still 
there have been many casesin which such peti- 
tions have been favorably acted upon, notwith- 
standing the prejudice against them, and there is 
a possibility of the court’s overruling itself to 
the extent of granting the motion.

Our Legal Procedure, 

Chicago, April 17.—{ Editor of The Tribune. }— 
You have called attention editorially to a bill in- 
troduced in the Lower House at Springtield pro- 
viding for a change,from our present legal pro- 
cedure to the code practice, so called. 

The proposed ¢hange is radical and sweeping, 
and the bill is one of the most momentous, far- 
reaching measures which has ever been intro- 
duced in our Legislature. Its importance will 
not be appreciated by the public unless the prac- 
tical details of its workings are oxhaustively dis- 
cussed pot only by the press but by the pro- 
fession. A rh 

Individually, my judgment is that the change 
would be detrimental! to litigants, that instead of 
simplifying legal proceedings it would bring in 
confusion, greatly protract litigation. and in- 
‘crease costs. Occasionaily I have litigation in 
code States, and so far as my limited observation 
goes, the code system, in its practical operation, 
is characterized by vagueness and uncertainty, 
and instead of its nenceeiien the pleadings more 
simple and exact, it makes them voluminous 
and unwreldy. I believe the majorit 
of __tliose with whom °*I = have talked, 
who are versed in both systems, are 
of the opinion that the common law system, with 
its positive statement and counter statement, its 
categorical deniais and precise affirmations, is 
the most superb piece of machinery that has ever 
been devised to elicit the real point or points of 
difference between litigants. The system in 
vogue in Illinois is an evolution from the old 
common law system. It tas been purged of 
many harsh and inegui pouaacsties. 
For instance, suits no ‘lénger abate 
cause of marriage. or witi few excep- 
tions of death. In the latter case the repre- 
sentative is substitut Married women 
may sue and be sued alone. The difference be- 
tween trespass and trespasson the case, so far 
as form is concerned is abolished. Counts in 
trover may be added to counts in replevin. 
Liberal amendments are allowed inthe *further- | 
ance of justice.”’ In other words the former 
hardsbips occasioned by mistakes in p!eading 
are obviated, and still the wholesome effects of 
good pleading are retained. While further im- 
provements might be suggested in our law, I 
feel sure that a sweeping change would be dis- 
astrous. [am constrained to confess that asa 
class lawyers are perhaps too conservative and 
dislike all innovations. Candor also compels 
the reluctant admission that lawyers have some- 
times resisted salutary reforms, and have lived 
to confess that their judgments’ were at fault. 
Possibly this may be true of the proposed re- 
form in our procedure. Your enlightened jour- 
nal would confer a benefit Were it to draw outa 
candid expression upon this subject from emi- 
pent members of the profession.. Chief Justice 
Fuller’ himseif would probably not decline to 
give his views in an interview upon the subject if 
asked forthem. He is still a citizen of ILilinois, 
and -where his oid ‘neighbors, associates, and 
clients are interested | do not believe he would 
hesitate to give them the benefit of his wisdom 
and erudition. Your paper has sufficient influ- 
ence to cail out a full expression from the Judges 
‘of our State, Supreme, and Appellate Courts, and 
ldwer courts, as well as from prominent practi- 
tioners at the Cook County bar. / 

If it is thought expedient to revise the whole 
system let it be wisely' and cautiously done. Let 
not the repair of this delicate machine be left to 
unskiNied hands, but let a competent board com- 
posed of iearned and experienced members of the 
profession undertake this important task. 

the proposed change were made it should 
not be done by such a crude enactment as the 
one thetext of which you have published. It 
would neverdo to leave the details of practice 
made necessary by the change to readjust 
themselves to the new system by the unguided 
efforts of a bewildered bench and bar. Tne law 
proposed does not indicate what cases should be 
tried by jury, and what class of cases should be 
tried by a Judge, nor does it provide what proc- 
ess should be served by copy as.in chancery cases 
now, and what~-by reading, as in common law 
cases. Countless annoying questions unthought 
of would arise, which are wholly unprovided for 
aud which would be ineyitable in the readjust- 
ment of our legal fabric. far the whole structure 
of our law is ramified by the principies growing 
out of our system of pleading This would in- 
volve costly and vexatious litigation and the 
energies of Judges and lawyers would be ex- 
pended in cenatructing a system of proced- 
ure to take the place of the excellent one which 
itis proposed t we abandon, instead of in the 
settlement of questions involving the substantive 
law rather than the law of form and procedure. 
The transition period would be costly to clients 
and vexatious to'the bar. If We make a change 
let it be made by a competent commission who 
will have the wisdom to provide, as far as human 
foresight can <io so, for all the readjustments of 
the law, which will become necessary in 
abandoning our old system.

ICE CREAM MADE IN A FEW MINUTES. 


An Armour Pupil Tells Girls What to Do 
on a Hot, Hot Afternoon. 

First you neither need nor wish an ice 
cream freezer for this small amount, but im- 
provise one in this way: Take from the 
kitchen any little tin can or cup of the size 
you wish. If it has no lid improvise one— 
any little tin dish or “* patty ’’ pan will do— 
and should it not fit very closely press a 
sheet of paper between the lid and cup and 
it will bé snug. Now this'cup, when filled 
with cream, is to be packed in a large vessel 
—a saucepan, little bucket, or anything you 
wish—filled with layers of coarse rock salt, 
not coarse fine salt. Three layers of ice to 
one of salt, the top layer to be of this—in 
the absence of ice a mixture of snow and salt 
will serve equally well. You can break the 
ice by pressing a hat pin into it as the 
trained nurse does in the sick-room,. It 
should be as fine as the salt, for the finer 
your ice is broken the sooner the cream will 
freeze. The ice in metting gives off heat. 
and many degrees colder is the melted ice 
and salt than the iceitself. And now for the 
cream: 

One-half cup of cream. 

Two level tablespoonfuls sugar. 

Two or three drops of flavoring extract— 
vanilla, chocolate, etc., as you wish. 

Mix the cream, sugar, and flavoring in 
the cup; stir until the sugar is dissolved— 
thoroughly dissolved, no trace of it should 
be left; put the lid on, pack around the cup 
the ice and salt, to the top, and freeze it. 
With your finger and thumb keep turning 
the cup from side to side to churn the 
cream. As the mixture freezes to the sides 
of the cup scrape it down with a knife into 
the center, and if you like beat it a little 
with the knife, but the lid must be kept on 
as much as possible. Continue this until 
the cream is nearly frozen, and be careful 
about not getting salt into it. You can re- 
place the ice when it melts with more, un- 
less an eagerness to eat it overcomes you. 
Sherbets and water ices can be made quite 
as easily. An ice is made of fruit juice, 
ice, and water. A sherbet must be beaten ~ 
white. Imagine a party of five or six school 
girls together for an afternoon of this kind 
in the coolness of one’s own boudoir on a 
hot June day!

GORMAN MACHINE 18 IN DANGER. 


Republicans Have a Grod Chance for 
Capturing Maryland. 

Baltimore, Md., April 15.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—All the Democratic candidates 
for Governor in Maryland have made their 
announcements and started in the racé that 
will end July 31 with the State convention. 
Senator Gorman has picked the winner, but 
will not name him until a week or two before 
the convention meets. The Senator will not 
go to Europe thissummer. Contrary te the 
expectations of the independent Democrats 
he intends taking a lively interest in what 
promises to be the closest and hottest cam- 
paign ever fought in Maryland. Not only 
the muchine but the entire Democratic party 
in this State is in danger. Mr, Gorman has 
resumed his old position as master of the 
machine, which important duty he turned 
over in the last campaign to the city boss, L. 
Freeman Rasin. The Senator was somewhat 
surprised at the recent mecting of the State 
committee to learn from the county .mein- 
bers of the early activity of the Republicans 
in every part of the State. 

For the first time since the war the Repub- 
licans carried the State on the popular vote 
last fall, Their plurality was over 3,000. 
Stimulated by their success they have been 


forming clubs and pertecting the organization © 


in every county during the winter. H.. M. 
Clabaugh, Chairman of the Republican State 
committee, says the party is more united 
than for many years and in a better conaition 
to make an aggresyive winning fight.

London, April 20.—The cold spring weather 
has been unfavorable thus far for outdoor sports.

GERMANS FEAR THE OLERIOAL ANTI- 
REVOLUTION MEASURE. | 


Government Finds Itself in a Dilemma 
and May Ask Emperor William's Help 
-German Opinion of the Anglo-Nica- 
raguan Imbroglio—Serio-Comic Fight 
for a Petty Kingdom=—Von Kotze Still 
Thirsts for Blood—Standard Octopus 
and the Russian Oi] Interests.

Berlin, April 21.—The wheel of parliamentary 
politics will resume active work Tuesday next. 
when the Reichstag reassembles with a big pro- 
gram before it, including amendments to and 
changes in the tariff law, the Socialist bill, de- 
fining and enlarging the rights of association 
and coalition and plenary discussion of the anti- 
revolution bill. The measure last referred to is 
the bugbear of the Liberals, Radicals, and So- 


ent in committee by the members of the Center 
party. who are angling for the repeal of the anti- 
Jesuit laws. | 

The clerical proposals, however, in| some 
respects ‘‘out Herods Herod” and the govern- 
ment hesitates to accept them, fearing to over- 
step the mark and further intensify resentment. 
The National Liberals, who at first favored the 
bill, are now disgusted with the reactionary 
character it is assuming and have deserted to the 
side of its opponents. Thus the bill’s adoption 
depends entirely upon the support of the Center 
party, the members of which demand thatit be 
passed as they shaped it or not at all. 
The Conservatives, however, declare they 
will, not consent to place 
Protestanism under the heels of its 
hereditary enemios. The government’ is thus ia 
a dilemma, for if it refuses the demands of the 
Center party the anti-revolution bill is certain to 
be rejected, while if it consents to the demands 
of the Centrists the government will alienate its 
Conservative supporters. 

As a solution of the situation, those who fear 
both Clerical reaction and Socialist encroach- 
ments ‘appeal to the Emperor to personally in- 
tervene, as he did in the case of the withdrawal 
of the Zedlitz education bill in 1892, and bring 


Such interposition, however, will be unconstitu- 
tional, as in the case of an imperial measure 
the Bundesrath alone has this power. 

German Opinion of the Nicaragua Row. 

The dispute between Great Britain and Nic- 
aragua is being watched here, and the opin- 
ion of those competent to pronounce an 
opinion upon the matter is decidedly against 
allowing Nicaragua to get off too cheaply. More- 
over, the idea of intervention on the part of the 
United States is not received with enthusiasm. 
The V>ssische Zeitung, commenting on the situa- 
tion, says: 

“ England represents not only British, but Eu- 


ropean interests. The Central American repub- 
lics have been guilty of repeated acts of lawliess- 
ness against foreigners, and they deserve to be 
taughta salutary lesson. If the United States 
claims to extend the application of the Monroe 
doctrine to these unruly neighbors, it must also 
undertake to bear the responsibility of the ful- 
fillment of its international obligations.” 
Germany’s Attitude Toward Japan. 

The treaty of peace between China and Japan 
is unfavorably criticized in leading political 
circles, and the sending of two additional Ger- 
man warships—the Kaiser and the Prinz Wil- 
helm—to the far East is generaily approved. 
The Kreuz Zeitung, referring to the dispatch of 
two warships to reinforce tha German squadron 
in Chinese waters, says: — 

“ Let us salute this measure as thé beginning 
of a radical change in our trans-oceanic poli- 
cies.” 

The Vossische Zeitung declares that ‘“ Germa- 
ny’s place, while observing neutrality, must be 
on the side of Japan.” 

The North German Gazette this afternoon as- 
serts there is no ground for the fears etpressed 
in some quarters that Germany would intimate 
her intention not to interfere in the settlements 
of the terms of peace arrived at between China 
‘and Japan before the powers have anno&aced on 
the matter. 

**On the contrary,”’ the North German Gazette 
remarks, “ the government is fully alive to the 
great danger which might arise before Europe, 
politically and commercially, asa cdnsequence 
of the new order of things in Eastern Asia. Ger- 
many’s interests are so important there the gov- 
ernment would be guilty of serious neglect if it 
were not firmly determined to push our claims to 
the fullest extent.” 


Quarrel Over a Petty Kingdom, 

Great interest is evinced in imperial circles 
and in the courts of the kingdoms of Germany, in 
the quarrel which has arisen in regard to the 
succession in the petty principality of Lippe, 
which has followed the death of Prince Walde- 
mar of Lippe, who died at. Detmold March 20. 
The Prince made provision in his will that 
Prince Adolphe of Schaumburg-Lippe, brother 
of Emperor William, shouid act as re- 
gent during the minority of the son 
of Prince Adolphe, who was to event- 
ually succeed Prince Waldemar. The dispute is 
between the candidates to the throne, Prince 
Adolphe of Schaumburg-Lippe and the Count of 
Biesterfeld-Lippe, and it has become quite a 
serious matter. In fact, more bitterness could 
not be displayed if empires were at stake 
Prince Adolphe, who is the man in possession, is 
disposed to ride the high horse toward his con- 
testants and simply ignored them in the arrange 
ments for the funeral of Prince Waldemar. 

When Count Ernest of Biesterfeld-Lippe sent 
two cavaliers with a letter of condolence to the 
widow the gentlemen were not received, and the 
letter was returned unopened. The next affront 
was shown to the Biesterfelds at the funeral. 
Count Ernest sent his son and brother to reproe- 
sent him, and they had a right to walk in ‘the 
cortége inimediateiy behind the representatives 
of the Emperor. ‘ 

Had to Stand Outside. 

But at the last moment the court Marshal of 
the Princes of Schaumburg-Lippe attempted to 
place them further back. They, however, insist- 
edupon retaining their proper places, where- 
upon they were not admitted to the hall where 
the members of the Lippe family assembled be- 
fore the funeral and bad to stand outside. 

The members of the Diet of Lippe were so in- 
dignant at this treatment they asked the Counts 
to walk to the chapel at their head. Only the 
self-restraint of the Biesterfelds prevented a 
scandal by the open coffin. It is further asserted 
that when the Counts wished to pay a visit of 
condolence to the widow of Prince Waldemar 
they were left waiting in the court-yard 
until a lackey came to inform them 
the Princess could: not receive them. 
The lackey, however. coolly intimated that the 
lady-in-waiting of the Princess would do sa. The 
Biesterfelds declined this gracious offer. The 
sympathy of the popnlation of Lippe, numbering 
128,000, who regarded the matter quite trag: 
ically, is on the side of the Biesterfeids, The 
Emperor, in response to an appeal on the sub- 
ject, has ordered that genealogists investigate 
the rival claims. -In the’ meantime the serio- 
comic ‘fight is followed with a greatideal of in- 
terest. |

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TURKS MUST STOP IT. 

EUROPEAN POWERS ARE TIRED OF 
OUTRAGES IN ASIA MINOR. 


Inform the Government at Constantinople 
They Will Interfere if the Sultan Does 
Not = England Makes a Protest Re- 
garding the Outrages in Armenia=— 
Thurston Arrives at Honolulu, Where 
It Is Said He Was Not to Blame in 
the Quarrel with Gresham. 


Constantinople, April 20.—The commission 
which has beeg sittitig at Moosh, Armenia. has 
beard anumber of witnesses respecting the so- 
called pit massacre at the village of Diellegooz- 
an, where frightful atrocities were perpetrated, 
it is said, by Turks and Kurds. The evidence re- 
ceived by the commission is so conflicting the 
commissioners have decided to reserve their 
Opinion until they can pay a personal visit to 
Djellegoozan, 

The representatives of the powers are con- 
vinced of the necessity of drastic reforms, and 
base their action in demanding that the Turkish 
Government inaugurate reform measures more 
on the unsatisfactory condition and bad adminis- 
- tration of Asia Minor than on the result of the 
commission’s inquiry. Sir Philip H. Currie, 
British Ambassador, has made representations to 
the government regarding the conduct of the 
authorities who are continuing the oppression 
and persecution of Armenians. In reply the 
Turkish Government assured the British Ambas- 


| sador it would send instructions to the Provis- 


ional Governors in the sense desired. 
WAS THURSTON REALLY SENT AWAY? 


Still No Demand for His Recall Received 
by the Hawaiians. 

Honolulu, April 13. via San Francisco, Cal., 
April 20.—Minister Thurston returned from 
Washington this morning. Soon after his arrival 
he was closeted with Minister Hatch. The latter 
official says Mr. Thurston has not been recalled 
-as far as he knows. The American Minister. has 
not received any notification of recall, or at least 
he has hot intimated to the government that he 
has. Minister Hatch defends Mr. Thurston’s 
course while at Washington, and is confident 
he was not guilty of any breach of diplomatic 
propriety.

SEND EX-CONSUL WALLER TO FRANCE, 


There to Serve a Sentence of 20 Years for 
Being a Spy. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—News has been re- 
ceived to the effect that the French authorities 
in Madagascar have put ex-United States Con- 
su] Waller aboard a steamer and sent him under 
guard to France. He is under sentence of 20 
@ars’ imprisonment on a charge of being a spy 
in the interest of the Hovas in Madagascar, 
against whom the French have been waging war, 
which sentence was im posed by a 
court-martial at Tamatave. While this 
action on the part of the French Government will 
only add to the amount of indemnity—it will be 
called upon to pay should Mr. Waller’s friends 
show the charge upon which he was sentenced is 
baseless. it will still facilitate the efforts of the 
Department of State to fully develop the facts in 
the caseyas it can now. communicate directly 
with United States Ambassador Eustis instead of 
being obliged to adopt the tedious course of act- 
ing through an inferior consular officer in Mada- 
gascar. outof reach by cable communication. 
Mr. Eustis has been instructed to pursue the 
matter to an end and make a most thorough ex- 
amination of all the facts attending the punish- 
ment of this American citizen.

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GOLDFISH NOW FILL UNION PARK LAKE. 


Remarkable Increase in the Numbers of 
Both Varieties. 

Stories are often told of the marvelous fe- 
cundity of German carp, which, when placed 
in California rivers, have often “multiplied 
until the water actually overflowed from 
their number, but the petted goldfish—also 
of the carp family—asks no odds from his 
German cousin. The little lake in Union 
Park is full of goldfish. 

About two years ago the park lake was 
stocked with gold fish of two varieties—the 
large red species and the smaller black- 
backed, muddy colored variety. Probably 
1,000 of each variety were turned loose and 
promptly disappeared. They have been in- 
creasing and multiplying ever since and now 
swarm in such vast numbers that the water 
is red with them. They have little space to 
swim and herd together so densely that they 
can, only move with difficulty. 

At the south end of the basin was a mass 
that blazed in the sun like burnished copper. 
Close inspection showed it to be a school of 
goldfish, mostly of enormous size, and 
wedged together until almost motionless. 
Dark blotches appeared here and there in 


the red, showing the presence of clusters of. 


the black backed variety. A féw feét farther 
north was another large school. There did 
not seem to be a square foot of the surface 
free from the wriggling fish along the whole 
shore. The fish seemed slow. and drowsy, 
probably still numbed by the cold water, but 
were healthy looking, only one dead fish be- 
ing visible in the entire pond.

BOOM IN OIL FIELDS. 


FORTUNES OF MILLIONS MADE AL-’ 


MOST IN A DAY. 


_— 


Poor Men a Week or Two Ago Now Have 
Bank Accounts Represented by Six 
Figures=New Territory Being Constant- 
ly Developed=Big Operators Offer to 
Take Large Products for Future Deliv- 
ery at Present High Prices-Plenty of 


Money Offered for Investment. 

Toledo, O., April 17.—{Special Correspond- 
ence.]—Fortunes are being made in the oil 
fields. The craze, however, assumes the re- 
markable phase of legitimate and cash basis 
speculation. Like the majority of booms 
that assume the craze which seems to infect 
every portion of the country where there are 
even surface indications of crude oil, the 
oil industry is not carried on with wind. 
Sales are made for cash or paper that is the 
equivalent of cash. 

Several newspaper men visited the fields 
this week, making a complete detour, speak- 
ing generally. People talk nothing but oil; 
it is almost impossible to pin a man down to 
anything else. His head and heart are set 
upon the golden sun of oil prosperity. Men 
are making fortunes in a month. Among 
some of the individuals who haVe turned the 
sudden rise in crude oil to advantage may 
be prominently mentioned the following: 
Browning Bros., George W. Barnes, Kirk- 
bride Bros., who are said to be clearing up 
about $7,000 a day; William Jones, who has 
made a‘ million in the Ohio, Sisterville, and 
Indiana fields, and is making it now faster 
than he can count it; and Milt Palmer of the 
Palmer Oil company, who has probably 
cleaned up $750,000 to $1,000,000, 

When his company was. organized twelve 
men put in $550 each, and they struck it rich. 
They can, any of them, draw their checks for 
sums in six figures today. The Paragon Oil 
company and the Sun Oil company have per- 
haps cleared up respectively $5,000,000 and 
$12,000,000. A farmer named Ludwig tum- 
bled into about $1,000,000 clean cash, and to 
save his soul he couldn’t tell how it was 
done. He was struggling along one week, 
and the next he had sold out his farm, come 
to Toledo, and settled down with more 
money than he ‘knows what to do with. 
There are at least a hundred men who have 
already. cleaned up a quarter of a million 
each. William Jones didn’t have much not 
long ago, but he’s worth a million now. All 
the individuals referred to thus far are To- 
ledo operators and speculators. Charley 
Palmer at Fostoria has probably made a 
clean half million. The Priddys at Findlay 
are several hundred thousand dollars better 
off than they were before they dabbled in 
oil. W. H. Millikin’ and Seth Hickok of 
Bowling Green can show up a clear profit of 
a quarter of a million each; Zorn, Horning 
& Co. of Gibsonburg have no doubt made a 
clear profit of at least $400,000; W. H. Bruns, 
“King Bruns,’’ as he is called, has made 
every’cent of $2,000,000 in oil, ‘an@ at the 
present time has over 100 wells. He has 
money to throw at birds. James Knoppen- 
berger, a St. Mary’s operator, who drilled 
the first well in the St. Mary’s district, which 
started off at a flow of 500 barrels daily, has 
made every cent of $500,000. Charley Lin- 
nemann, a Lima man, has made a million 
and a quarter, while thereis no telling what 
the Manhattan and Shawnee companies are 
making. 

Around Bairdstown, Curtice: Walker, Ot- 
tawa, Haskins, Portage, Bowling Green, 
Findlay, Tiffin, Fostoria, Toledo, Stony 
Ridge, Van Buren, Prairie Depot, Fremont, 
Port Clinton, Marietta, Maxburg, Upper 
Sandusky, and several other points in Ohio 
the drill is being pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Drillers and tool-dressers are 80 
scarce they can ask almost any price within 
the bounds of reason, and know they will 
get it as soon as due. Rig and derrick tim- 
ber is getting so scarce in Ohio the opera- 
tors are becoming frightened. Up around 
Allegan, Port Huron, Monroe, Sarnia, Dun- 
dee, and Hillsdale the fever is coming on 
fast and furious and oil is being found in 
About Bluffton, Port- 
land, and Montpelier, Ind., the boom is al- 
most as big as in Northern ‘Ohio. 

In Indiana the counties where oil has thus 
far been found in the most prolific quanti- 
ties are Huntington, Grant, Jay, Blackford, 
Pulaski, with several new wells going down 
in a dozen or more other counties. In North- 
ern Illinois the industry is obtaining a foot- 
hold, and now threatens to invade Missouri, 
lowa, and Arkansas, where the surface indi- 
cations in many places are very flattering. 
Wood County, of course, is not only the ban- 
ner county for the production of oil in the 
State of Ohio, but there is not a territory of 
its size on the globe that can equalit. In 
Hancock County there is a grand revival of 
business, and Findlay is recovering from the 
iniquitous results of its meaningless real 
estate boom of a few years ago. Poor men 
of last week are wealthy this week. Mort- 
gages are being cancelled; ‘old notes are 
being paid; the farmer is beginning to realize 
what it really is to live half-way decent. 

Big operators are offering to take large 
products under guarantee of paying the 
present price for at least three months. This 
is apparently an indication that a genuine 
belief prevails that the price of crude oil will 
be maintained for some time yet. It will go 
higher than at present; it is bound to; the 
indications are such as to warrant such con- 
dition. 

Capital and capitalists are rolling in from 
north, east, west, and south. Money is 
plenty when there is something to coax it 
from its retreat. 


UPS AND DOWNS IN OIL SPECULATION. 


One Man Who Saw a Fortune Dry Up Be- 
fore His Eyes, 

Some men'in Chicago could tell interest- 
ing stories of their experiences in the fas- 
cinating search for fortune in the oil coun- 
try. There is a magnificent building in the 
heart of the business district erected out of 
a fortune part of ‘which was derived from oil 
years ago. In a broker's office less than a 
quarter of a mile from the building one day 
last week a quiet, elderly gentleman, whose 
appearance bespoke a weary fight with hard 
times, Was watching the boy post the jump- 
ing quotations of petroleum. He ‘and the 
owner of the building were in the same Ca- 
nadian oil territory a few years after the 
war. The elderly man, then a buoyant 
hustler, owned eighteen wells. He had made 
a good deal of money and stood, everybody 
thought, to make more. He was on the der- 
rick of his biggest well with a Boston man 
when oil was struck. As the fluid gushed 
out said the Boston man: ‘I'l give you 
$10,000 for a quarter interest in this well.”’ 

“IT wouldn’t take $24,000,"" replied the 
owner. The well went dry in less than 
twenty-four hours. So did the others later.

the last decade. When Tesla, as a youth, 
found his tastes and inclinations turning to 
mechanics and electricity expatriation be- 
came not a choice but a necessity.

Andacions im His Work. 


More than this: It is not generally known 
that of late Mr. Tesla has carried his ideas 
and work to a height of audacity which can 
only be spoken of as unparalleled. It has 
senerally been supposed and assumed that 
this earth has a natural electrical charge of 
its own. . 

Accepting ‘this theory as true, Mr. Tesla 
argued that it should be within the power of 
mankind, with: suitable apparatus, to dis- 
turb and demonstrate that charge. In some 


energies to that enormous problem, which, 
if successfully solved, would represent in 
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gin to state a question or proposition to him 
and before you have half formulated it he 
suggests six ways of dealing with it and ten 
of getting around it. 

As soon as Tesla began practical work he 


of lighting and power was trying to work 
with the continuous current, which, with all 
its inherent advantages, has a great many 
_@rawbacks and complications. He felt that 
if electricity was to reach out into the fields 
awaiting it, it must have greater flexibility 
than could be secured with the continuous 
clfrrent, and he saw in the alternating cur- 
rent a means toa great many ends. 


Lovking for Another Goal. 


With that idea in his mind as a starting 
point, his career and his work may be re- 
garded as a striking and sequential evolu- 
tion. Even as a boy he thought it was neces- 
Bary to abolish the commutator in electrical 
dymanos and motors, as that had always 
been the weakest part of these machines. In 
all his earlier work this idea haunted him, 
and, although he went through the usual ex- 
perience in developing continuous current 


_he felt that there was another goal to reach. 
He startled the electrical world abeut eight 
years ago by bringing before the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers a class of 
motors in which there were neither commu- 
tators nor brushes, and in which by the use 
of “‘phase” currents of shifting polarity, 
alternating currents are used on terms of 
the highest economy, flexibility, and range. 
From that moment may be said to begin the 
use of polyphase currents in this country 
and in Europe. 
This is the chief line on which electrical 
work for light and power is advancing to- 
day. In this direction there have already 
been ‘evolved what are known as single- 
phase, . two-phase, tri-phase, and mon- 
ocycliccurrent apparatus; and it will readily 
be seen that these all can be grouped under 


nomenclature adopted by Mr, Tesla very 
early in his work. | 

It is impossible for the public to under- 
stand these things even if they sit up all 
night for weeks; but, as illustrative of what 
is being done, it may be mentioned that the 
Tesla polyphase system has been adopted 
for the enormous transmission of power at 


All the twenty génerators of 5,000 horse- 
power each which are now being’ set upin 
the power-house at Niagara are of the Tes- 
la two-phase type. The radical advantage 
of this method is that it allows the power 
to be transmitted a long distance with small 
loss, and that it permits the employment at 
the consumption end of the line of devices 
which insure the best conditions of economy 
‘and efficiency. 

It has been impossible to use the continu- 
ous current over long distances in any bulk, 
and it may be questioned whether any con- 
tinuous current power transmission has 
ever exceeded 100-horse power over te 
miles with faintest success. The Roth- 
schilds tried’in France the transmission by 
high voltage of continuous currents of less . 
than 100-horse power between Paris and 
Creil, a distance of thirty-four miles, and 
the attempt was an ignominious failure. 

’ But at Niagara has been contemplated 


over twenty miles, by the Tesla plan, of at 
50,000-horse power: when the plant is in 
full operation. ;

FEW MEN DO THE REAL BUSINESS. 


Duties of Boards of Directors of Banks 
Growing Less Onerous, 
It is in country banks che.fly, nowadays, 
that full Boards of Directors hold frequent 
meetings. In some of the Chicago institu- 
tions the entire board does not convene over 
twice a year. The theory is that the directors 
shall pass upon the coilateral taken by the 
officers to secure loans, exercising in so doing 
the judgment of “‘outside”’ men. It used in 
former days to be thought that the entire 


board wus required for this func- 
tion. In contemporary practice some 
of biggest banks allot the 


job to a discount committee of three or four 
directors, including one or two of the officers. 
The committee, which is sometimes called by 
another name, meets once a week at least, 
and in the cases of some banks at more fre-* 
quent intervals. ‘‘The work is got through 
much faster than the full board would ac- 
cow plish it,” said the President of one of the 
heavy national banks. ‘* Where ten men 
meet five of them are likely to have ideas and 
views that hamper the rapid transaction of 
business. The directory of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition was a_ living example 
of whatI mean.

Mrs. Celia Parker Woolley, Writing on the 
' Subject, Thinks Both Are Working for 
the Establishment of a Higher Human- 
ity and a Broader and Purer Social Life 
=—Pulpit Utterances, She Thinks, Are 
Growing More Rational and Practical= 
General Notes for Feminine Readers. 


The essentially modern query, ‘“‘Does the 
Woman’s club interfere with woman’s work 
»in the church?’ has cropped out from time 
_ to time in’ well-known organizations of the 
fair sex. “Of course the club women settle 
the question to their own satisfaction by a 
quiet, decisive contradiction. On the other 
hand prominent ministers have been ap- 
pealed to for an answer. Some declare af- 
firmatively, some negatively; others are 
non-committal. Asa progressive, represent- 

-. ative of both pulpit and club, Mrs. Celia 
Parker Woolley, who has charge of a Uni- 
tarian church at Geneva and is an active 
member of the Chicago Woman’s club, was 
asked by THE TRIBUNE for an expression of 
-her views. This is her interesting written 


response: 

The relation of the club woman to the church is 
‘an interseting one from many points of view. Per- 
gonally I do not look for any diminution of re- 
ligious interest and activity among the women 
most tlosely identified with club life, because, 
broadly stated, the ends of church and club are 
the same. Both are working for the establish- 
ment of a higher humanity, a broader and purer 
social life; both will therefore command the in- 
terest and co-operation of thoughtful and earnest 
women. 

But this continuity of work and interest be- 
tween the church and the ‘** emancipated ’’ wom- 
an, as she is called, will also depend upon certain 
important conditions to be fulfilled within the 
church. The old-time church, which expends all 
its energies in the support of worneout and useless 
doctrines, deserves little attention from the culti- 
sated mind of today, man's or woman's. If the 
church would continue to keep the support and de- 
votion of its women members, and not see itself 
supplanted in influence by other forms of organi- 
zation, it must keep itself as thoroughly alive to

. end poanssons; more and moré is the ministry con- 
cerning itself with the daily! needs, temptations, 
and sufferings of men and women, their salvation 
frem lives of ignorance, misery, and sin. As long 
as this tendency continues the woman of inde- 
pendent convictions and cultured understanding 
will rank among the church's most active and lov- 
ing servants. Women are by nature devout and 
philanthropic, and this nature, with its perigee 
demand for self-expression, will gladly avail itself: 
of every outlet in church, clyb, or home. 

One more point: The church, which has stood 
for too narrow a definition of religion, has been 
hindered Shee her the limited character and work 
of its leaders. A new type of minister is being 
evolved by the changing conditions of the times 
as well as a new type of woman. The church of 
the future will no longer be exclusively represent- 
ed by a one-man power in the pulpit, but by the co- 
operative work of all its members, animated b¥® 
a single purpose, laboring together in mutual 
trust and respect. Some kind and degree of 
leadership must be supplied which women as weil 
as men will supply, but this leadership will be 
based upon natural fitness, not upon ordaining 
ceremony and form. ‘The most useful minister is 
he who has learned to work with his people, not 
singly for them; who places himself in brotherly 
attitude of love and helpfulness by their side and 
seeks no relation of false and special superiority.

Put where 
no draught will strike it and in a tempera- 
ture of 75 degrees for three hours until the 
dough has doubled in size, is light and por- 
ous, and has a slight odor of alcohol. Then 
knead just enough to shape into loaves, 
place in pans that have been brushed with 
melted butter, and raise for one hour, still

Parisian Impressionist Lectures at the Art 
Institute and in His Own Personality 
Furnishes the Key to His Paintings—All 
Doubt Dispelled as to His Seriousness 
or Power—Old Ideas Giving Place to 
the New=Some of His Works That Are 
Shown, 2 


" The Art Tnstitute in introdiping M. Raf- 
faélli and his work together to its patrons and 
public Wednesday evening did an important 
work, for those who were fortunate enough to 
be present found the key to his paintings in 
the artist himself. Imagine a Parisian rather 
short and fairly thick-set, with a large 
strong head, biack beard and mus- 
tache, and short legs, in ©manner 
serious, eperyetic, and earnest and you have a 
' pieture of the artist. There is nothing showy 
or sensational about him and his lecture Fri- 
day afternoon dispelled any doubts about his 
seriousness or his power. |The audience, 
which overflowed the lecture hall, was flatter- 
ing in its close attention. The lecturer, seated 


| an inventor, and in calling attention to every- 


thing. Character was the art of arts in this 
scientific age. The field was infinite. Thought 
Was necessary in the work of art; not the 
philosephic, but tho thought which . springs 
from nature, ‘The artist must be full of sen- 
sations, and must cali up sensations. 

His history of the smal!!, struggling hody of 
Im pressionists in Paris was interosting, corn- 
ing as itdid from one of the founders and 
new one of the most famous exponents of tne 
sc-called school. Inthe group were Zola, 
confident of future triumphs; Manet, the 
good hearted; Fantin la Tour, Degas, and 
De Boutin. He claimed that Manet exerted 
the greatest influence in France in his time. 
The conditions for a new movement must 
have been severe. 

‘* The institute,” he said, “ was all-powerful 
and only looked behind. They saw only 
Greece and thought they were Frenchmen. 
We have nothing in common with the Greeks. 
Wecan never be moved by them. For a 
Frenchman to ehoose between France and 
Greece is to choose between life and dcath. 
We impressionists choose life !’’ 

The word “impressionist” was greeted by 
the new men in rage. It originated with the 
ridicule of the critic, who said of their first 
exhibition: ** Why, these pictures: are only 
im pressions and these artists are only impres- 
aionists,”” To overcome tne effect of this 
sareastic word Raffaélli wrote a book on the 
philosophy of art in which he launched the 
word “*characterism’’ to supplant itnpres- 
sionism. Their creed was to paint only what 
they saw about them, to belong to their own

ers. The type is eo hard it can be 
driven through the ordinary type metal with. 

‘gut the least injury to the fine lines on the 

face. Its melting point is at 1,000 degrees 

“Fahrenheit, while the ordinary metal melts 
' gt 600 degrees. 

John West, the discoverer or inventor of 
. the new metal,is an expert mechanic and 
‘metailurgist. The making of steel punches 


_. gnd-matri¢es for producing type has been his 


trade as well as that of his father before him. 

The story of his invention and his life go 
well together. 

Mr. West was born -in Edinburg, Scotland, 
ii 1856. When he was 6 years old he came 
with his father, James West, to New York. 
James West came under contract to make 
punches fora leading New York type foun- 
dry. John, when 12 years old, was placed in 
the shop under his father and served an ap- 
prenticeship of seven dy im In 1883 he 
went into business for mseif and made 
punches and rough matrices for the trade 
both® in this country and in Europe. 
In 1885 he.with his father started the 
Manhattan Typed’oundry in New York and 
ran the business for three years, when they 
were bought out by the Union Type Foundry 
of Chicago. John West became general su- 
perintendent of the company. He continued 
with it-a year and then took the superintend- 
ency of the punch department of Marder, 
Luse & Co. of Chicago. Three years ago he 
left this company and has since been making 
punches on his own account. 

It was while running tho Manhattan foun- 
dry that Mr. West began experiments. in 
search of hard type metal that would be of 
practical use. He made a few crude speci- 
men type, but one of the ingredients of the 
metal was #0 expensive that he would have 
been discouraged if it had not been for the 
assurance of competent judges that he had a 
good thing if he could onty perfect it. He 
came to Chicago and experimented until he 
gota composition that was perfect for the 
purpose for which it was iutended. But, while 
the metal was ali right, its fusing point was 


so high that it ruined the ordinary 
copper . matrix or” mold after a 
few, type were cast. He next had 


roduce a matrix that would withstand 
such a high temperature. He finally gotit by 
making ove of solid steel, He first annealed 
the steel, then punched the forin of the type 
in it, then hardened it until it would cut glass. 
Still his troubles were not over, for he found 
that the ordinary puitnp or machine with 
which metal is forced under heavy pressure 
into molds would not work with his 
new metal, After making ai few 
strokes the. plunger and type metal 
would unite in a solid mass... The 
result of thie trouble was the invention of a 
non-metallic pump or machine which will do 
the work. When he felt certain he ,jhad per- 
fected his invention he opened a little factory 
at Nos. 491 and 493 Carroll avenue and 
began making specimen type. But he didn’t 
‘pay anything about it until he had patented 
his machinery and process both in this coun- 
try end Europe. A few days ago a license was 
secured to incorporate the Indestructible Type 
company witha capital stock of $100,000 and 
yesterday the company was organized with 
the following officers: Président, George N. 
Hale, President of the Citizens’ Bank of 
South Haven; Mich, ; Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Manager, John W est; Secretary, Charles 
Ww. Clngman of Chicago; Treasurer, A. B. 
«+ Thomson of Chicago. 

It is claimed the type can bé manufactured 
as cheaply as the ordinary type, but as its du- 
rability is estimated as 100 to 1 it will com- 
mand a higher price. A ¢laim made in 
its favor is that it can be successfully 
used with typesetting machines. The trouble 
with these machines heretofore has been that 
they broke thetypes. The new type will be 
of special value in bookbindery printing, 
where brass type is now used at great expense 
over ordinary type. 

One iarge typefounder said yesterday the 


* new type was a good ~ ay a = could be made 


according to specifications. He said it would 
require an exceedingly expensive p‘ant and 
that an old foundry to make it would have to 
throw away all its present machinery and 
molds, ** However,’ he added, ‘* we are in 
the typemaking business and if that ty pe 
proves a go we will be making it ourselves.”

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THE NEW. “COMPROMISE” REVENUE 
BILL, 

Out of different revenue bills introduced in 
the House the committee on that subject has 
made up one which is described as a *‘ com- 
promise measure, which there may be no 
difficulty in passing. 

Tne main features of the long bill are these: 
For all purposes of taxation property is to 
be listed at a fourth of its fatr cash value. 
‘The Assessor setsdownin onecolumn the full 
actual value of the‘ property, but in another 
column he enters one-fourth of that and the 
percentage of tax is computed on the figures 
in thig second column. This is doing by law 
what the State Board of Equatization doves 
annually, when it meets and resolves that all 
property in the State has been assessed at a 
quarter of its actual cash value, 

As far as concerns real estate there is to be 
one assessment every four years, but the lists 
will be revised annually so that all new build- 
ings may be put on the rolls, or where ary 
have been destroyed they may be taken off. 
More time is also givemfor making accurate 
assessments and keeping them correct. 

The Chairman of the 
is made ex-officio Supervisor of as- 
sessments. He has general supervision of 
Assessors and deputies, and gives them neces- 
sary inetructions to secure uniforinity in their 
work. After the assessments are made it is 
his duty to revise them. If complaint is made 
to him that anybody's property is put down at 
toolow a figure he can réview the assessinent, 
notifying the party concerned, and thus give 
him a chance to appear and be heard. From 
the decision of the Supervisor there is an ap- 
peal to the County Board. 

This would be a great improvement on the 
machinery of the present law. As matters 
stand now there’is no time in which to do 
anything—either to make the assessment or 
to review and correct it after it is made. A 
person who has been assessed proportionately 


too high is unable to get his assessment low- ' 


ered and the assessments which are too low 
proportionateiy at the outset remain un- 
changed. Hence under the existing system 
there aro admitted inequalities. Whatever 
will eliminate them is desirable. 

But the great question is: What effect will 
an assessment on a one-quarter basis, assum- 
ing that all real estate is taxed qp that valua- 
tion, have on the sum total of taxes coliected? 
Will more be raised than now, and if so, who 
will pay it? If a considerable proportion of 
the real estate owners pay taxes now on a one- 
quarter valuation they wou!d pa} no more un- 
der this dill, but others assessed now on a one- 
fifth, one-sixth, or even smaller basis would 
have to pay much more. That would be 
just and fair. More revenue would be col- 
lected than now, and the excess would be paid 
by those who have not been paying relatively 
enough in the past. 

But it seems to be the impression that the 
average valuation in Chicago now is about 
one-eighth, and perhaps the same all over 
the State or in much of it. Per- 
sons who make special arrangements 
with the Assessors fare better, Those 
do not pay on -one-sighth. Sone-seventh, 
one-sixth, or one-fifth. Therefore to assess 
all on the 25 per cent basis if it can be done 
is to make all pay more than now—some a 
little more, others much more. 

For this bill does not reduce the percent- 
ages of taxation. 
lect on the far larger assessment the 2 per cent 
to which it is limited. The county would collect 
its 75 cents on every hundred dollars. ©The 
parks, the public library, and the Drainage 
District are authorized to collect so many 
mills on each dollar. As the one-quarter as- 
sessment would be about twice as large as the 
one-eighth assessment whiclh the Real E:- 
tate Board bill proposed, the various 
taxing agencies in the county would be em- 
powered tocollect about twice what they do 
now, and most if not all of them would do it. 
The tax-eaters would see that they did. 

This being. the case, the méasure origi- 
naily submitted by the Real Estate’ Board 
was in some respects to be preferred, 
for it made one-eighth of the true 
value the basis of assessment, as 

.it is now claimed to be on the average. 

The total amount of revenue collected under 
such a system would not diffor from the 
amount collected now,. but the burden of 
taxation would be more equitably distrib. 
uted. The taxes of some people would bo 
lowered a little and those of. others raised. 
On the one-fourth basis everybody’s taxes 
will be far higher. How that will suit the 
people after they have had an experience of 
it is for the members of the Legislature to 
guess. 

Some of the bills submitted this year were 
drafted for the purpose of making certain 
classes of property, such as mortgaged real 
estate and goods sold on credit, pay double 
taxes. This “compromise ”’ bill makes no spe- 
cial effort in that diréchon, It sim. 
ply reproduces the language of the 
present law under which mortgages are 
required to be listed—and are listed 
when the Assessor finds them, which he does 
sometimes when in the hands of widows and 
orphans, So if this compromise - bill were to 
pass there night be do more doubdle taxation 
than there has been, uniess the Assessors re- 
sorted to inquisitorial methods. Were they 
to do that ther some classes of property bo- 
ing assessed at a quarter of their cash value 
and taxed twice would pay a- great deal more 
than now.

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CLEVELANDE RS NEED NOT BE ALARMED. 

The Cleveland Piain Dealer professes fear 
lest the opening of the Chicago Drainage 
Channel and the consequent discharge west- 
ward ofa large quantity of water from Lake 
Michigan wiil result in ‘a shallowing of the 
waterway into Lake Erie and of the Lake 
Erie ports.” That lake, it says, ‘is the chan- 
nel through which the co:nmerce of the other 
great lakes must pass on its way to the East 


-or to the leading iron and steel manufactur- 


ing districts.” Consequently the Cleveland 
paper favors the plan of | potitioning the Gen- 
eral Government to investigate the probabil- 
ities of injurious consequences to the lake 
leve!s fromm the constraction of the drainage 
channel and to interpose if it discovers any. 

Chicago certainly has a hard time of it io 
her attempts to protect the health and the 
life of ber citizens. The valley people want 
her to furnish so much water and at so great an 
The 
people of St. Louis profess to believe that’ the 
opening of the drainage channel. wi!l inun- 
dute them with sewage and ruin their drink- 
ing’water. They tried to get the General Gov- 
ernment to intervene to. protect them from 
this imaginary danger. And now come the 
Jake ports to the East. alleging that they will 
be left bigh and dry if Chicago is allowed to 
carry oyt her sanitary projects. Never be- 
fore was a city eo badgerod and beset. 

here is one fact which does not seem to 
have occurred to the Cleveland paper or to 
any of those who seem to be afraid that Lake 
Erie will be drained. It is thatif navigation 
were to be interfered with this city would be 
incomparably the greatest sufferer. What is 
the commerce of Cleveland or that of Buffalo, 
Erie, ur Detroit compared with that of Chi- 
cago? It seems tobe taken for granted that 
Chicago is going to cut her own throat, com- 
mercially speaking. and inflict on herself an 
amount of damage compared with which the 
millions expended in the construction of the 
drainage channel would bea mere bagatelle. 
As long as Chicago goes on placidly with this 
great work othor and lesser places need not 
feel uneasy. 

The influence which the discharge through 
the drainage channel will have on the lake 
levels is no new question. It was discussed 
thoroughly before the work was begun, and 
it was ascertained that even with a much 
greater discharge than is contemplated the 
effect preduced would be nominal and im- 
perceptible. During the last five years this 
question has been brought up on various 
occasions and has-been answered conclu- 
sively every time. 

At present the water of Lake Michigan 
flows into Lake Hurcn and thence into Lake 
Erie and on eastward. The discharge from 
this lake will betTlessened by whatever amount 
is diverted at Chicago and sent southwest- 
ward. But the level of the lakes is not con- 
stant. ‘Chere is aNdifference during a long 
series of years of frdm 3 to 41g feet. The or- 
dinary annual fluctuation is from a foot anda 
half to 2 feet. These changes ure due to va- 


riations in rainfail and evaporation, to the 


winds, etc. , 

On the average a continuous discharge of 
600,000 cubic fect rer minute would be only 
about 44g per cent of the total average 
amount pagsing through the St. Ciair River, 
and **on account of the great changes in the 
lake level from complex causes, the variations 
in meteorological conditions—rainfall, evap- 
oration, winds, vegetab:e growth, ete.—which 
it is impracticable to value closely, it is 
doubtful if long continued observations for 
lake elevation would detect a dhange and as- 
sign itsamount, In other words, the abstrac- 
tion of 600,000 cubic feet a mimute,so far 
as its effects are concerned, is not a matter of 
material moment and might never be per- 
ceived,”’ 

Should it be found that at the seasons of 
extremest low water, which come once every 
ten years or so, there was need of: more 
water in ‘he St. Clair River or in Lake Erie 
it can be supplied without difficulty from 
Lake Superior. That is the great reservoir 
which the lower lakes draw on, but which 
Lake Michigan cannot and doesnot, All thi 
is needed to supply more water when required 


. is to regulate the outflow of Lake Superior. 


The fall in the St. Mary’s River from the 
rapids to Lake Huron is but two feet, so it 
will be easy, while supplying a certain mini- 
muin quantity to that river, to retain the high 
water until later in the season so that it may 
come in after the high water of Huron and 
Michigan has run out instead of coming on 
top of it. 

All these matters were discussed and de-

banish itsfears. As a discharge of 600,000 
cubic feet per minute would not be notice- 
able there is no reason to be distressed over a 
discharge of 300, 000. 


MRS. KLOCK’S CONFESSION. 

Mrs. K!ock, one of the three female mem- 
bers of tho Colorado Legislature, has been 
giving her views upon the question of electing 
women for public service. Mrs. Klock is un- 
certain whether she likes being a legislator. 
She thinks she does not want any more of it, 
though if she were elected again she would 
sefve as a‘matter of duty. She is quite cer- 
tain the other two women were of no more 
use than she was, and that on the. whole the 
experiment of having women in the Legisla- 
ture has not been altcgether satisfactory. 

When questioned further Mrs. Klock was 
found to be of opinion that if women were 
of mature age, sound judgment, and a decent 
amount of common sense they possibly 
might be of some service after they had 
mastered the routine work. But upon one 
thing she was positive: “I would never 
send a young and pretty woman to such a 
place. She would have noshow with so many 
fool men around to flatter and cajole her into 
voting wrong.’ Unconsciously, though per- 
haps in defense of herself, Mrs. Klock has 
aid down a condition which, if it were car. 
ried out, would bring female ‘suffrage to a 
specdy and inglorious conclusion. Under 
her rule the candidacy of a woman would de. 
pend upon the consideration whether she 
were old and homely enough to be proof 
against the advances of the “fool men.” All 
young and pretty women would be barred 
from occupying posts in the public service. 
Only those beyond the danger line would be 


ee 


allowed that privilege. Upon that question the - 


men who grant the right would have some- 
thing to say, and it may be set down as cer- 
tain that if only homely old women were to 
bé allowed seats in the Legislature then all the 
seats would be filled by men. The right to 
bar out the young and pretty ones would 
never be conceded. Who should draw the 
lines? If men, then all the homely old wom- 
en would be ruled out. If wemen, there 
would be utter confusion, for the female judg- 
nrent as to the ages or beauty of its own sex is 
notoriously warped by envy or prejudice or 
the influences of self-comparison. Besides, if 
90 lines are drawn as to men and women are 
to enjoy the rights of men, why should there 
be any division? If young men are not barred 


out why bar out young women? If pretty 


men can go to the Legislature why not pretty 


women? Mrs. Klock’s opposition to young | 


and pretty women is because of the danger 
that fool men will flatter and cajoale them into 
voting wrong. Mrs. Klock has put the cart 
before the horse. It is notthe fool men who 
cajoie the young ani pretty women into vot- 
mg wrong. It1s the latrer who wouid play 
the mischief with the fool men and make 
them vote wrong, or at least vote 
us they want them to. Thatis the real dan- 
ger; and if they are to be ruled out it must be 
becau;se of their dangerous influencs in mak- 
ing men vote differently from what they had 
purposed to do before the tem pters got after 
them. But Mrs. Kiock may possess her soul 
jn patience and peace. The fool .men never 
will consent that the female membership of 
Legislatures shall be restricted to hotnmely old 
women, no matter how smart they are. 
There must be no dividing line. The young 
and pretty must have just as good achance as 
the old and homiely, or else the whole sex will 
be ruled out.

NUCLEINIC ACID AND PILO-CARPINE, 

Two new powerful remedial agents have 
been introduced recently and the remarkable 
results already attaincd seem to warrant the 
hope that the discoveries will enable physi- 
cians to cope far more successfully than here- 
tofore with several of the worst discases that 
afflict humanity. The first is nucleinie acid, 
which takes its name from the fact that it is 
found in the nuclei of the ceils in the 
animal and vegetable organism, the minute 
points, from which are developed the mater- 
ial that goes to build up all the tissues. -The 


acid extracted from the spleen is different 


from that extracted from the thyroid gland, 
and it is logical to infer that both of these 
differ in some respects from the product of 
ether organs, but it is thought probable all 
are the same chemically, excepting in the 
atomic arrangement. The white blood cell 
has the power of secreting this acid when- 
ever a poison is introduced into the circu- 
lation, and this has the effect of 
neutralizing the poison. The nuclein 
used is obtained from brewers’ yeast by mac- 
erating it with a weak sniution of caustic 
potash, filtering, and precipitating with dilute 
hydrochloric acid. Itis employed asa for- 
tifieragainst contagious diseases, andas a 
tonic. Out ofabout two hundred cases of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, and scar- 
latina treated in New York City with the 
nuclein only nine died, and for each of these 
fatalities specific conditions are stated to have 
existed which were peculiarly unfavorable to 
recovery. 

The other agent is pilo-carpine, which is 
the alkaloid of a Brazilian plant called gabor- 
andi. It long has been used to promote 
secretions of the lymphatic glands and 
kidneys; and now has been demonstrated by 
Dr. Louis Waldstein of New York to be when 
subcutaneously injected, a sure cure for lupvs 
vulgans, or consumption of the skin, while it 
is claimed to be a certain remedy for con- 
sumption of the lungs if the disease have not 
progressed too far when the remedy is resorted 
to. The theory of the curein both cases is 
that the drug acts upon the lymphatic sys- 
tem, restoring the white corpuscies of the 
blood, and rendering harmless the disease 
germs that are floating in the circulating 
fluid. It thus is a_ preventive, but'the 
great value of such an agent may be under- 
stood from the statement by Dr. Lawrence 
Fiick that the only reason why tuburculous 
patients do not recover is because of reinfec- 
tion. 
throw off the disease, which progresses by a 
series of attacks, each more pronounced than 
its predecessor, and as the system becomes 
more and more debilitated it is unable to 
withstand reinfection. ‘‘ So the only cure to 
be hoped fer is to fortify the blood so that it 
is proof against reinfection.”’ 

These discoveriesare in line with the re. 
searches of Pasteur, Koch, and their collab- 
orateurs. who have thrown so much light on 
the relation of germs to disease and shown 
how their ravages may be counteracted by 
the employment of other organic agencies 
drawn from the same field of minute struc- 
tural activity in nature. Surely medical sci- 
ence is making giant strides of progress in the 
closing yevrs of the nineteenth century. It is 
helping us to a far better understanding of the 
philosophy of animated existence, to a knowl- 


‘edge of the hitherto hidden entities that are 


ever at work to build up the human frame, of 
others whose mission it is to destroy, and of 
still others which are ready to come to our 
aid against the latter when called on in- 
telligently to help us. Iteven seems logical 
to infer from what has been achieved already 
that we are on the eve of still more wonderful 
discoveries which practically will enable nan 
to.control his own organism to an extent not 
hitherto dreained of, will give him the power 
to resist the attacks ot disease, aS he now can 
render himseif partially independent of ex- 
terior temperature, clothe himself in 
ments of immunity against many if not all 
of the ills that flesh is heir to, and even pro- 
long the term of existence far beyond the 
limits that now appear to be fixed by the oasi- 
fication of the tissues due to old age. Man 
may not beable to secure immortality on 
earth as a result of eating of “the fruit 
of the tree of knowledge” which has 
grown to such an immense size in 
our day, bufit is hardly too much to expect 
that in coming generations his term of life 
will be greatly prolonged by his knowing how 
to deal with the inimical conditions and enti- 
ties that surround him, and while living he 
will enjoy a degree of comfort from physical 
immunity and a mental vigor which will 
maintain him ona far superior plane of ex- 
istence to thaé occupied by any member of 
his race in the past.: 


LINCOLN PARK EXTENSION, 

A bill has passed the Senate of this State, 
and ought to passin the House, to authorize 
the extension of Lincoln Park northward, 
that being the only direction in which it is 
practicable to extend the park except as it 
may subsequently be pushed out to include a 
small portion of what is now Lake Michigan. 
The extension contemplated would includes 
the area situated between the park boulevard 
and the lake, perhaps a thousand feet wide at 
the northern end of the present park and nar- 
rowing toa point half a mile nearer Evans- 
ton. The land is a sandy strip which has been 
formed by accretions from the lake, and at its 
southern end is a conspicuous summer garden 
whert the foaming beverage is sold tod all who 
wish to cultivate gemfithlichkeit by that 
means. 

It is proposed to condemn and purchase 
this strip for a park extension. The main ob- 
ject is to secure the lake frontage to the pub- 
lic, and that obtained the area can be ex- 
tended by piling into the lake whenever that 
may be deemed advisable. It would be a 
good thing to do if the land does not cost too 


‘much, making the ‘assessment upon the tax-

payers grievous to be borne, 
ably might beavoided by spreading the assess- 
ment all over Lake View and North Chicago, 
which would be perfectly fair, as the whole of 
those sections would be benefited by this im- 
portant and yaluable improvement. The 
present is a good time to secure it, as proba- 
bly there would be no speculative up rush 
from the low level of real estate values which 
has been reached by a sharp decline from the

nant, and undoubtedly the land could be 
purchased at a reasonable price, so that 
a moderate assessment would furnish the 
money to pay for it, if the matter were taken 
in hand right away. Butif it be deferred till 
the next mteting of the Legislature, two years 
hence, the conditions may ve entirely changed. 
There may bea reaction in land values due 
to the bettering of business conditions 
which many close observers think it is legiti- 
mate to look for in the near future, and those 
values might become prohibitory if in the 


meantime that section be brought into. more 


intimate transit connection with the business 
heart of the city. 

Hence it would be well to pass a law which 
would not make it obligatory to effect the 
purchase, butrender it optidnal, a something 
that could be undertaken if deemed desirable 
after a careful survey of the situation and a 
balancing of the ascertained cost against the 
advantages to be derived. The Park Board 
then could investigate and determine, with 
the certainty of being able to make the pur- 
chase much more cheaply than it could if the 
improvement were made peremptory, as in 
the latter case the holders of the land would 
set their figurés high and calmly wait to bave 
their estiniates approved by the official 
valuers.

DEAR MEAT AND THE POOR, 

The recent sharp advance in the price of 
meat is a sore affliction to the working peo- 
ple. The food they consume uses up a large 
part of their wages, and those wages have 
not advanced, though meat has. The retgil 
butchers say that certain classes of their 
customers buy only about two-thirds as much 
as they did and others buy next to nothing. 
As meat is ordinarily such an important arti- 
cle of diet among the working classes this 
diminished consumption shows that they are 
having rather a hard time of it. 

It is unfortunate that the persons who are 
now lessening the quantity of meat they buy 
cannot be brought within the * sphere of in- 
fluence’’ of Mr. Edward Atkinson, who be- 
lieves that he has solved the problem of cheap 
living. He thinks that almost every family 
wastes half the money spent for food, and 
that double the amount of nourishment can 
be got in a more wholesome form bya proper 
selection of articles of food and by their in- 
telligent preparation for the table. He has 
devised an oil stove whichdoes the maximum 
of work for the minimum of cost, and he gets 
up dinners which are very good for prices 
which are phenomenally low. 

There 1s no doubt that much of the money 
spent for food is wasted, and the percentage 
of waste is much greater in families the head 
of which gets a dollar and a half a day than 
in one where he gets five or ten dollars a day. 
The ignorance of the art_of cooking among 
working people is appalling. Much of what 
is cooked is prepared so as to be indigestible, 
much is spoilt utterly. In order to 
escape the bother of attending to the 
business of cooking, which they know 
they do not understand, families go ‘to the 
shops as often as they can to buy articles 
they should make for themselves. They buy 
bread of the baker instead »* »:1< img it the 
selves, andyet complain because flour is so 
cheap and bread so dear. Therefore the cook- 
ing schools which have been started here and 
elsewhere are of the greatest value. If there 
were more Of them teaching more girls the 
rudiments of cooking there would be many. 
more comfortable homes and much less waste 
of money in the kitchen. 

If at this time, when meat has gone up, eh 
housewives of this city had the inclination and 
the intelligence to practice what Mr. Atkin- 
son preaches they could live better than they 
did when meat of all kinds was the cheapest, 
and their expenses would not be what they 
were then. As a consequence wives would 
have more money to spend on something else. 
They could buy more or better clothes for 
themselves or their children. 

As mutters stand the wives have no right to 
find fault with their husbands for spending 
too nuch money on beer, for they are throw- 
ing money out of the windows every day and 
getting nothing at all in exchange for it ex- 
cept the dyspepsia. There would be much. 
less sickness among the working people if r 
the food they eat were better prepared, 

Therefore, the labor leaders would accom. 
plish wore for their constituents than they 
generally do by pointing out the economical 
advantages of better household management, 
‘“*“A penny saved is a penny earned.”’ Ifa 
nickel is wasted nowin the preparation of a 
meal antl the wife saves that nickel, and at the 
same time furnishes a better meal, the family 
is better off than if the head of it had had a 
nickel added to his wages. Nor would these 
economies reduce wages. They would simply 
increase the amount of money the wage- 
earner could use for other than food purposes. 

The unious of Chicago might take this mat- 
terup. If they were to start cooking classes 
for the benefit of wives and daughters the ex- 
pense of those classes Would be saved many 
tames over speedily. Or if they weve to in- 
vite Mr. Atkinson to come here and explain 
his plans to them he would.be glad to do 80. 


Tue table cf weekly bank clearings pub- 
lished Saturday shows for Chicago a decrease 
of 20 per cent for last week as compared with 
the corresponding time last year. Thisisa 
fact which calls for a little explanation. The 
tables are made up in New York for the week 


ending with Thursday, so that the latest bank ' 


week reported included Good Friday, which 
was a holiday in this city, the banks ag well 
as the Board of Trade, etc., being closed. 
For this reason there were only five business 
days to be compared with six for a year previ- 
ously. Doubtless the aggregate clearings for 
the country other than Chicago would have 
been much larger but for the fact that the 
week in quéstion included Good Friday. There 
is every ground to believe that the aggregate 
of business, as reflected in the bank clearings, 
is larger now than it was a year ago, after 
making due allowance for the effect of lower 
prices. But prices themselves are rising from 
the extreme depression of several months 
past, Cotton, wheat, and petroleum all show 
a marked advance, and in many other lines 
there is a willingness on the part of buyers to 
pay more per unit of quantity for what they 
want to purchase, when the same is demand- 
ed by sellers. There is a distinct improvye- 
mentin tone, which cannot but be highly 
gratifying to allexcept those who are on the 
wrong side of the market. Of course “ bet- 
ter times’”’ do not mean greater prosperity to 
that class of people who, as once said by an 
observer of the situation in wheat, are * never 
right in’ their views except at the wrong 
time,”’’

Great Difficulties in the Path of German Op- 
era Swept Aside. , 
Sinee his arrival in the city Mr. Dam- 
rosch’s daily routine has been of continuous 
activity. In addition to the arduous task of 
conducting a Wagner opera each evening 
extra rehearsals have been held, to assure 
completeness in minor roles, and he has de- 
livered five lectures on Wagnerian subjects, 
two of which were placed in one day.

“TRILBY” PUT IN DRAMATIC FORM. 


How a New York Paper Views the Work of 
Paul M. Potter. 

The dramatization by P. M. Potter of Du 
Maurier’s * Trilby,’’ the greatest of recent 
novelistic sensations, was, after a success- 
ful run in Boston, produced last Monday 
night for the first time in New York at the 
Garden Theater. So says the New York 
Ilerald. Drama and novel promise to run a 
close race for supremacy in popular favor. 
Or it may be more accurate to say that the 
drama’s success will carry the novel into an 
aftermath of glory which even its lovers 
had never expected... 

It will be se@n that the drama, as was in- 
evitable, departs from the novel in.a few 
particulars. Perhaps something of Trilby’s 
charm is lessened in making her renuncia- 
tion of Little Billee in the second act a 
hypnotic suggestion from Svengali, instead 
of a heroic determination of her own. But 
the third act is in its development so muth 
better than the novel that more than an 
even: balance is struck. This-act. called 
forth a tumult of enthusiastic approval 
from the audience that would not be ap- 
peased until actors, manager, and author 
had all appeared successively upon the 
stage. Mr. Palmer voiced the thanks which 
Mr- Potter merely acknowledged by a bow. 

Mr. Potter has admirably retained the 
spirit of the original. The charm of Bohe- 
mian life in the Latin Quarter infused the 
first two acts witha gaiety and abandon 
that caught the audience. The other two 
acts held their attention, the third with its 
dramatic and tragic power, the fourth with 
iis pathos deepened-by an artistic reserve. 

The novel is well named. But one felt that 
the drama would be niore adequately called 
Svengali. He dominates the play from the 
beginning. In the hands of Mr. Lackaye 
he became a great stage triumph. His un- 
canny and repulsive personality, his weird 
influence over ‘the heroine, his demoniac 
powers were admirably rendered. The 
death scene in the third act was an appalling 
piece of work. Miss Harned was better in 
the last acts than in the two first. She was 
charming’ and ‘shé ‘looked. well. But her 
charm and her beauty were not exactly the 
charm and beauty of Du Maurier's Trilby.

“Tt is the result of a natural evolution. Tf 
Was connected with opera at the Metropoii- 
tan ten years ago at the time of my fathers 
death. I engaged Mr. Seidel at that time 
also to direct. Of later years Mr. Seidel 
gave the principal works and there was lit- 
tle left for me to do but to observe. 1 saw 
the German opera go to pieces through un- 
wise management and unwise choice of 
operas, such works as ‘ Diana of Solange’ 
being given.

Besides that, 
the singers of the last years were not up i9 
the previous standard, so the change was 
inevitable. Then came the very brilliant 
season of Abbey & Grau, with, perhaps, the 
greatest collection of singers ever gathered 
in one company. But while they gave some 


_ notably brilliant performances I noted the 


greatest genius of opera was neglected — 
Wagner. When the Wagner Sunday even- 
ing concerts were given the people crowded 
to them. They hungered for his music. 


They Laughed at the Idea, 


“TIT went to the managers and broached 
the subject of German opera presentations, 
but they laughed at the idea and would not 
undertake it. They said: 

*** Why do you not doit?’ 

“I replied: ‘I am only a musician, not a 
manager.’ 

“They pointed to ‘Die Meistersinger,’ 
which they gave with some of the best art- 
ists and to empty benches, but the people 
did not want Italian artists in German op- 
era. At last, with invincible faith in the 
undertaking, I began alone. There were 
forces inimical to my undertaking, of which 
the musical critic of a New York evening 
paper was the official representative. These 
people went so far as to write to Frau Such- 
er and others, warning them not to accept 
engagements .with me and spoke of my 
financial insecurity and their risk. Luck- 
ily these letters were of no avail. My fa- 
ther’s name in Germany and knowing of 
me proved sufficient, and I succeeded in 
getting those musicians I wanted who were 
not engaged, even though word was written 
to them that the whole New York press 
would be against them, and that their 
money would not be safe. Frau Sucher 
showed me the letter she received and 
laughingly said: ‘Of course we all know 
you are a millionaire.’ And when I assured 
her I was not she insisted that she knew 
better, and the more I assured her that she 
was wrong the more firmly did she believe 
that she was right. O, it was delicious. 
That the desire was great for Waener 
opera was evidenced by. the subscription in 


New York, which exceeded that for any op- | 


eratic enterprise.’’ 

In speaking of opera in Germany Mr. 
IYamrosch said: 

“There is a great dearth of opera singers 
there. As I said in my lecture, the instru- 
mental part.of Wagner’s operas is so great 
that the voice is carried through by its 
power, Young singers with good. voices, 
though not yet properly trained, make an 
effect in Wagnerian music through this very 
fact. The result is a dearth of singers in 
Germany, and in- the German opera-houses 
there are many singing who are not proper- 


ly trained. Wagner is not to blame for this. 


He demanded that his music should be 
sung. Those who succeed best in his operas 
are of course those who are properly trained 
vocally.

Outlook Is Not Bright. ‘ 

* Operatically, so far as composers are 
concerned,”” Mrs Damrosch continued, “ the 
outlook is not bright. Other countries are 
better and more promising in this direction. 
The effect of Wagner has been too great. 
They have endeavored to write too much on 
Norse legends.

Flaws passed unnoticed or became 
ignored in the strength of the scenes as a 
whole. No point was overlooked. and the 
minor réles thoroughly rehearsed as weil as 
the minor detaiis show that value was re- 
garded as equally distributed, It was a brave 
venture on the part of Mr. Damrosch and one 
thoroughly infused with the American spirit, 
With small encouragement and _ sufficient 
oostacle to crush an ordinary spirit the work 
has been carried out successtully beth in an 
artistic and financial sense. The two are not 
as a rule combined, but the present outcome 
will serve to settle more definitely than ever 
that a greater musical intelligence must 
engineer musical performances if the public 
is to sustain any share in the undertaking.

The unfortunate indisposition .of Frau 
Sucher, which prevented the. * Tristan’”’ per- 
formance until Wednesday and which conse- 
quently caused the first of the ** Trilogy” 
announced to be the opening opera, was re- 
ceived at the outset somewhat as an experi- 
ment. Change of opera, and particularly on 
the opening night. is an untoward circum- 
stauce. In ** Die Walkiire”’ the change was 
atoned for as far as posaible by the employ- 
ment in the cast of the other-singers original- 
iy announced. 

Fri, Brema is a really great artist. 
Three nights in succession she sang three 
widely different réles each thoroughly intel- 
ligent in its conception and intense in por- 
trayal.» Commanding in figure and possessed 
of fire and abandon her Brunhilde was a 
spirited creation. As Ortrud inp the follow- 
ing performance she made a queenly figure, 
picturesque in long-sustained poses, and thor- 
oughly appreciative in deciamation, Her vocal 
training is excellent, and in no. music more 
readily than in Wagner's is this advan- 
tage recognized. The interpretation given 
the Brangaene, by Fri, Brema showed, de- 
cidedly her creative power as anactress. The 
rdle, one of entire self-subjection and of 
listening, was imbued with an intensity that 
can alone come through fine reserve power. 
Fri, Gadski, youthful and fresh of voice, 
sustained the good impression she.wnade in 
Siegiinde in tue Elsa of the “ Lohengrin 
performance, The psycivlogical phases of 
development required in Bayreuth perform- 
ances are scarcely more than intimated by 
Fri. Gadski in certain phases. Elsa re- 
mained with her always the girl, never the 
self-suitained woman. But her youthful- 
ness and the correct delivery of 
the music, in some instances unusually poetic, 
made ‘her an agreeable exponent, Frau 
Sucher made her first appearance hampered 
by an unfortunate hoarseness, Her courage 
in assumimy the part under such condition 
and before a strange audience must be ac- 
knowledged.

” MEXICO’S ISSUE OF POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Central American Republic the Despised 
: of Collectors. . * 

Mexico has just come out with a brand new 
issue of postage stamps. The first few ar- 
rived in Chicago last week: People who have 
come in contact with the old issue of labels 
will be pleased to know that the unsightly 
things are being withdrawn and replaced by a 
decidedly prettie? and more artistic set. The 
new issue can well be compared with that of 
almost any stamp-issuing country, especially 
when it is taken into consideration that Mex 
ico hag not good facilities for turning them 
out. The following list of denominations and 
colors of the new issue will be of especial in. 
terest to collectors: One centavo, green; 3 
centavos, carmine; 3 centavos, yellow brown; 
4 centavos, vermilion; 5 centavos, ultrama- 
rine; 10 centavos, lilac; 12 centavos, oliveg 


15 centavos, green; 20 centavos, brown 
lilac; 50 cent&vos, violet; 1 peso, brown; 5 
peace rose ; pesos, deep . blue. 
designs are pretty and historical. 
stamp used in correspondence with 
United States, the five centavos, has a picture 
of the\statue of Montezuma. The rest of the 
issue depicts the manner, of transporting the 
mails in Mexico from the time the postal — 
service was first inaugurated. Mexico is one 
of the few of the Seuthern republics which 
prints its own stamps and does not take 
stamps printed by a New York engraving 
company and issued for speculation and sale 
in the stamp collecting market. People 
wonder how itis small South American re- 
publics can afford to have apnual issues of 
postage stamps and change design ea 
ear, while a great nation like the Uni 
tates’ does not change it issue for several 
ears.. Aska stamp collector and see bim 
are ‘up and denounce a certain New 
York company which prints the stamps 
for the South American republics 
free of charge . for privilege 
of selling to collectors all it wishes after sup- 
plying the government for which they are is. 
sued with all it needs for use by its people. 
The printers make their profits from selling 
to collectors, while the government pays 
nothing for all it can use. only stipula- 
tion bémg of course that they shall not be 
sold for less than their face value while they 
are in use, The stamps are declared to bea 
regulaf issue of the country for which 
are and collectors must buy them 
they wish to have complete seta of issues, 
The company which prints them makes a~ 
Ding prem sahel, the sobestots et oe 
co ‘ever possibly make 2 
them for the governments atone. Collectors 
say that 100 stamps are sold to collectors to 
every one stamp used on mail matter in the 
South American countries. But Mexico ts an 
exce to this and coflectors appreciate 
this by taking a special interest 
of that country.

It is called *‘ To Switzerland: Grateful 
Hiomage of a Child of Strasburg, 1871.”’

If the last plan to liberate the Confederate 
prisoners at Camp Douglas, in this city, in 
the fall of the second election of Lincoln 
had carried, the war would have been pro- 
longed, and the chances are that the Rich- 
mond government would have been recog- 
nized by England and France. 

The conspiracy to release the Camp Doug- 
las prisoners was deeper and meant more 
than many supposed at the time—more than 
many now living, who Knew of it, are aware 
of. 

The story ras been told in many ways. 
The retelling’ of it here has some incidents 
which have not been printed until now. They 
are furnished by E. R. P. Shurley, who was 
Post Adjutant at the time at Camp Doug- 
las, and who is now in business in Central 
Music Hall Building. 

It was first suggested by Sherman’s threat 
to march through the Confederacy to the 
‘sea. Hood, the rebel commander of that sec- 
tion, replied to the threat of Sherman by 
saying that if Sherman did that the Confed- 
erate prisoners in the Northern prisons 
would be released, Chicago would be pli- 
laged, other cities in the North would be 
similarly treated, and a dash would be made 
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pose of watching “Doc” Ayer. They heard 
the proposition to liberate the Confederates 
of Camp Douglas discussed and reported the 
same. Their stories coincided. 

A Chicago hardware house (one of the firm 
is Still living in Chicago) was to furnish most 
of the guns, although every Confederate spy 
in the city and their friends carried side 
arms. Many of the guns were secreted in 
the house of Charles Walsh, a citizen and 
sympathizer. He had been a Democratic 
eandidate for Sheriff of Cook County. His 
wife, who was an unreconstructed rebel to 
the last, was alert in giving aid to the Con- 
federates. 

The censpiracy included a scheme to rob 

every stable in town of its horses. The re- 
leased prisoners thus mounted avere to make 
a raid on the city for such supplies as they 
could carry away, and then ride for the 
Scuth. The prisoners at Rock Island, Alton. 
Indianapolis, and Camp Chase were to be 
released on the same day, at the same hour. 
The dash of 50,000 mounted, well-armed 
men for the South at the same time woul: 
have been a stirring event at any time. At 
that particular time, under thee circum- 
Stances, it would have been decidedly sen- 
sutional. 
. There was a section of the K. G. C. at 
Bloomington, Ill., 500 strong. It had ar- 
ranged to come to Chicago to assist in the 
* fireworks.’’ Deacon Bross was on the 
Same train that brought up the contingent 
from Bloomington, and overheard a part of 
the program. He hastened to headquarters 
at Camp Douglas and informed Col. J. P. 
Sweet, who was in command with about 800 
Union troops. ' 

Through ‘** Doc " Ayer the authorities were 
put in possession of the name of every man 
in Chicago who was a member of the K. G. 
C., and each one was shadowed. * 

In the second conspiracy 400 of Hood's 
men were in Chicago, and each one of them 
had personally inspected Camp Douglas and 
had given the prisoners their tips and infor- 
mation astohowtoact. The prisoners were 
organized secretly into compariies and of- 
licers were elected to carry out the work at 
the proper signal. 

There never was a conspiracy any more 
thoroughly organized. It was not frustrated 
until within six hours of the time it was to be 
touched off. Several arrests were made at 
the Richmond House, and at the same time 
hundreds of guns were found at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Walsh. 

Some impartant people were. connected 
with the affair. Buckner Morris and his 
wife, Col. George St. Leger Greenfel, Vin- 
cent Marmaduke, Raphael S. Semmers, the 
noted Alabama privateer, the most auda- 
cious man that ever captained a ship, and 
George Cantrell of Missouri. 

Marmaduke was taken at a private house 
on the West Side. The man who enter- 
tained him and who knew of his mission is 
still living in Chicago. Walsh was also 
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HERE is no essential incongru- 

ity hetween crime and culture.” 
So wrote Oscar Wilde a few 
years ago in his book of essays 
entitled ‘‘ Intentions,’’ pub- 
lished in this country by Dodd, 
Mead & Co. The sentence which occurs in 
the article. on ‘*‘ Pen, Pencil, and Poison,” 
—a sketch of Wainewright, the criminal 
esthete of a preceding generation—is, of 
course, a truism to every thoughtful 
reader of history who knows overrefine- 
ment and vice have been coexistent 
in nations and may be both synchronous 
and congruous in individuals. *“* What an 
artist dies in me!” exclaimed Nero 
with his latest breath. Herod probably 
prided himself on his taste in terpsichorean 
art just before chopping off the head of John 
the Baptist. More modern instarices of the 
combination of crime and/culture will sug- 
gest themselves to all who have read any 
history of the renaissance. So there is noth- 
ing surprising in the axiomatic utterance 
that “‘there is no essential incongruity be- 
tween crime and culture’’; but it is striking 
in view of the recent revelations in the news- 
papers that these words should have been 
penned by Oscar Wilde. Let us glance at 
his essay on Wainewright and see what a re- 
markable parallel to that life is naw fur- 
nished by his own career, which endgina 
catastrophe. 

Thomas Griffiths Wainewright, who was 
powerful with “ pen, pencil, and poison,” 
‘as Swinburne said of him, was born in 1794 
of a family the members of which were 
noted in law and letters. His parents died 
when he was young, ahd he was brought 
up by his uncle, George Edward Griffiths, 
whom he subsequetly poisoned. He went 
to school to Mr. Burney, son of the his- 
torian of music, and according to Hazlitt 
a drawing-book which he used at school is 
still extant and displays great talent and 
natural feeling. ‘‘ Indeed,” says Oscar 
Wilde in. the present essay, ‘‘ painting was 
the first art that fascinated him. It was 
not till much later that he sought to find 
expression by pen or poison.’ He first be- 
came a soldier, but the ** reckless, dissipated 
life of his companions failed ao satisfy the 
refined, artistic temperament of one who 
was made for other things.’’ He wrote of 
himself: ‘‘ Art touched ther renegade; by 
her pure and high influences the noisome 
mists were purged; my feelings parched,hot, 
and tarnished, were renovated with cool 
fresh bloom, simple, beautiful, to the simple- 
hearted. He wept over the poems of Words- 
worth. He resolved to enter literature, ‘‘to 
see and hear and write brave things.”” Un- 
der fanciful synonyms, such as Janus 
Weathercock, Egomet Bonmot, and Van 
Vinkvooms, he contributes to the periodicals 
of his day. , 

Charles Lamb speaks of ‘‘kind, light-heart- 
ed Wainewright, whose prose is capital.” 
We read of him entertaining Macready,John 
Forster, Talfourd, Sir Wentworth Dilke, 
and others at a little dinner. But let Oscar 
Wilde draw his portrait, who did not know 
that. he was executing his own portrait in 
these striking lines: : 

‘‘Like Disraeli, he determined to staftle 
the town as a dandy, and his beautiful rings, 
his -antique cameo breastpin, and his pale 
lemon-colored kid ghoves, were well known, 
and indeed were regarded by Hazlitt as be- 
ing the signs of a new mariner in literature; 
while his rich curly hair, fine eyes, and ex- 
quisite white hands gave him the dangerous 
and delightful distinction of being different 
from others. There was something in him 
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‘David Berger,” representing David saving 
a lamb from the king of beasts and thanking 
heaven for the aid sent him. The shepherd 
is well drawn, and the handsome youth’s 
expression shows that Miss Gardner has 
nothing to fear in the new line she is pur- 
suing. Considered hitherto as a painter of 
children, and of children only, “ David Ber- 
ger”’ is a sufficiently elevated standard to 
warrant’ this artist adapting her talent to 
whichever phase she pleases without fear of 
incurring the wrath of the critics.

embarrassment. Lawsuits were long and 
costly. Indeed, a few months after the mur- 
der jof Helen .Abercrombie, he had been 
actually arrested for debt in the streets of 
London while he was serenading the pretty 
daughter of one of his friends. This diffi- 
culty was got over at the time, but shortly 
aftetwards.he thought it better to go abroad 
till he could come to some practical arrange- 
ment with his creditors. He accordingly 
went to Boulogne on a visit‘to the father of 
the young lady in question, and while he was 
there induced him to insure his life with the 
Peli¢an company for 3,000 pounds. As soon 
as the necessary formalities had been gone 
through he dropped some crystals of strych-" 
nine;into his coffee as they sat together one 
evening after dinner.

His friend died the next 
day in his presence, and he left Boulogne at 
once; for a sketching tour through the most 
picturesque parts of Brittany. 

It ts a curious fact that Wainewright was 
ultimately punished for a minor crime, that 
of forgery. It seems that he returned to En- 
gland in 1887, having followed there a wom- 
an with whom he was infatuated.

extracts from the newspaper reports of. it. 
His sentence was transportation for life to 
Van }Dieman’s Land. ‘The sentence passed 
on him,” remarks Mr. Wilde, “was toa man 
of his culture a form of death.”

Ina 
letter to a friend he spoke bitterly about the 
ignominy of the companion of poets and art- 
ists ibeing compelled to associate’ with 
“coumtry bumpkins.’”’

With the passing of the spring blizzard the 
black clouds roll away and the sun biazes 
forth soft and warm.. Then there is work for 
the cowboy. Itis ‘* boots and saddles#’ at the 
home ranch and every available man is 


pressed into service to scour the range, note 


the losses, taking marks and brands of the 
dead animals, and at the same time hunt for 
the herd. The cattle may have drifted miles 
from their proper range, and with the passing 
of the storm may have separated in dozens of 
bunches and strayed in search of food or wa- 
ter. Often they are found behind the friendly 
shelter of ** hog backs” (little kno!ls) on the 
prairie, oftener ina strip of timber that ber- 
ders the range, and if there be a marsh or 
lowland near.a water course some are sure to 
be there. 

Every foot of territory is covered by the 
riders until the scattered fragments of the 
herd have been found and returned to the 
range. 

The heavy thaw that so often follows fast 
upon the biizzard frequently causes as heavy 
losses in cattle as the blizzard itseif. The 
cattle seek the lowlands for water. ‘There 
they find that the terrific wind has swept away 
the snow. The grass there is more luxuriant 
than on the’range, but with each hour of sun- 
shine their footing becomes more and more 
insecure and they sink deeper and deerer into 
the soft mire of the marshy .ground. Those 
that have been weakened eith¢gr through fast- 
ing or the rigors of the storm are heid fast 
In the spring every marshy water hole is 
closely watched by the cattlernen and thou- 
sands of cuttle are rescued. Those places that 
are not watched are thickly strewn with car- 
casses, and in the summer and fail look like 
boneyards. 

Snow:lides in the Rockie-,. 


The cattlemen and cowboys are not the 
only ores,to whom spring’is a season of dan- 
ger and death. 

High @p on the precipitous sides of the 
Rocky Mountain peaks the miner lives a life 
of peril in the spring. Even to a greater: ex- 
tent than the cowboy is at the mercy of the 
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such that it is as likely to come down at mid- 
night as midday. 

The sound made by a snowslide is never 
mistaken. for any other noise by the miners, 
because there is no other sound to which it 
can be accurately compared. It is a combi- 
nation of hissing, buzzing, and crunching. Its 
period of duration is brief, for once the mass 
of snow has been set in motion it gathers 
weight and velocity that are irresistible and 


the entire mass soon finds lodgment in the | 


cafion or guich below. The miner catght in 
a slide rarely eseapes, although men who 
have been on the edge of one and were car- 
ried down the mountain without being com- 
pletely buried have been rescued, but the un- 
fortunates can do nothing to release them- 
selves; the snow packs tight around their 
limbs and bodies and holds them in a grip 
like a vise, gradually drawing them in toward 
the center, where the momentum is greatest. 
The futility of escape is easily understood 
when one has witnessed a‘slide or seén the 
clean swept path made by one. 
Start of the Slide. 


A twig falls, a pebble is dislodged, a wiid 
animal suddenly leaps upon a high rock and 
displaces a bit of snow clinging to the edges. 
The top of the mountain seems to be slipping 
out of place, and there is a low, buzzing 
sound like aswarm of bees, gathering vol- 
ume as the sliding mass gathers bulk and 
velocity until the crunching and grinding is 
heard for miles around. Great bowlders 
which ordinarily would require biasting to re- 
the rushing 
snow; trees as great in circumference as the 
body. of a man are snapped and broken off 
level with the ground and become imbedded 
in the swiftly-moving mass; a miner’s log 
cabin offers no more obstruction than does a 
feather to the gale. The conglumerate mass 
finds lodgment in the guich and is piled 
high by the sudden stoppage. 

On the side of the mountain whence the 
slide has descended there is left a path as 
smooth as the surface ofice. Itis as if ail 
obstructions had been systematically removed 
and a heavy roller had been constantly :run 
over it to produce a hard and even aurface. 

While snowslides in the mountains of the 
West are of almost daily. occurrence in the 
spring there are two that have become histor- 
ical. One was the Homestake disaster near 
Leadville, when one-half of the entire work- 
ing force of that celebrated mine were caught 
asleep in their cabins'and buried beneath the 
avalanche, The work of rescuing the bodies 
required several days, and the positions in

Sweeping Floods in California. 


The breaking up of spring is attended by as 
many dangers as its beginning. A sudden 
thaw or cloud bursts in the mountains bring 


1 freshets that destroy much property and im- 


peril the lives of the peopie in the gulch 
camps and towns near the mouth of a cafion. 

Probably in no section are the spring fresh- 
ets of such frequeney and destructiveness as 
in California, particularly in the San.Joa- 
quin and Sacramento Valleys, which at times 
are completely inundated. While the prop- 
erty loss from the California freshets is 
greater than in any other section, for the 
water often attaius a depth sufficient todrown 
thousands of cattle, the. greatest danger to 
life is in the guich and cafion freshets. These 
latter often come in the night, with a roarand 
boom, tearing out flumes and mining con- 
trivances and frequently carrying along the 
frame shanties of the miners and other un- 
substantial buildings. 

A stream which ordinarily a person could 
cross dryshod will in a moment become a 
raging torrent. ‘'wo memorable spring fresh- 
ets form a part of the history of Coivorado. 
When Denver was a small village one of them 
occurred. East and West Denver are divided 
by a little stream called Cherry Creek, which 
empties into the Piatte River in the northern 
In summer there is scarce- 
ly enough water in Cherry Creek for a thirsty 
horse, but in spring it has ** booms.”’ Be- 
fore the people discovered this fact they had 
built their houses close by its banks and 
others had * squatted’’ on the river. bed. 
The freshet came and wiped that part of the 
town outof existence, carrying away the City 
Hall in which was a largeironsafe. For 
months afterwards the bed of Cherry Creek 
was explored to great depths but no trace of 
the missing safe was found. There were many 
thrilling escapes from the flood. Cherry 
Creek still has its spring ** booms,’’ but high 
dikes have been built to confine it. 

Sand Creek is another water course sought 
by the freshets. In summer ‘it is simply a 
dry, sandy bed, and this fact proved so de- 
ceptive to the early railroad builders: that 
only an ordinary wooden bridge was placed 
over it. One night in sprmg the freshet 
came and the dry, sandy gully became the 
bed of a raging river; the bridge was swept 
away as if it were of straw. An engine 
dashed into the flood and sank from sight. 
The quicksands which lie below the surface 
dragged it down, and it disapppeared as com- 
pletely as if it had falien in a bottomless pit. 
Years of search have failed to find it, and 
many Westerners refer to- the stream as 
Quicksand Creek,

Since early autumn the snow has been ac- 
cumuitating on the peak. In some instances 
it has fallen steadily for a week.

Brief periods of sun- 
shine, with temporary thaws, followed by 
long periods of coid,.have given it a secure 
hold on the indline of the mountain, and the 
miner in his cabin beneath has lived through 
the winter in comparative security.

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ever visited Ireland in the flesh, but as I look 
back upon the days of my school end college 
life in Dublin it seems to me that we knew 
our Autocrat and. Poet and Professor very 
much more intimately than we knew the gen- 
tlemen with long gowns and mortar-board 
caps whom we encountered ddily in the class- 
room, and who lectured us upon the esoteric 
views of ‘Aristotie, Plato, Cicero, 
Whether it be that the people in Ireland who 
care for reading at all make it a point to be- 
coine more familiar with their favorite au- 
thors than people do on this side of the water, 
or that they have no great variety of interests, 
or, as is quite possible, that they have plenty 
of nothing else to do, the fact remains that 
youths of my time were able and willing to 
spring quotations from the popular American 
writers with a facility which I have not found 


equaled elsewhere. 


When our class was reading ‘‘ Kant’s Kritik 
of Pure Reason,”’ and when our budding met- 
aphysical brain pined and occasionally with- 
ered under the involved sentences of the 
Kuns Fischer edition, carefully reproduced in 
unintelligible English, it was as comforting 
as a shower in the tropics to hear a man eélu- 
cidate the text with a few appropriate words 
from Mark. Twain. One diligent student, 
who had had his “Kritik”’ interleaved and 
rebound, filled up a large portion of the blank 
spaces with aliter readings from *“* The Hea- 
then Chinee’’ and “The Innocents Abroad.” 
Indeed, I often wonder how we should ever 


have been able to get ahead of our too inquis~ 
itive examiners if a few general principles of 


the great man of K6nigsberg had not been 
hammered into our dull heads and nailed 
down with some of these whimsical conceits. 

It is quite certain that Holmes’ books re- 
vealed a new world to boys of my time, and 
that few speeches were made at our debating 
societies which were not well padded with 
wit and wisdom stolen bodily from the New 
England writer. It might have been expect- 
ed, perhaps, that this should happen in col 
lege circies, but there was some peculiar fla- 
vor in the little volumes with the yellow cov- 
ers, published by John Camden Hotten of 
Piccadilly, that suited the literary palates of 
dweliers in remote country districts. 

One autumn, while grouse shooting in 
Mayo, I was staying at the house of a magie- 
trate who devoted much more attention to 
port than to poetry. He knew the laws re- 
lating to poaching, trespass, and drunkenness 
followed by disorder as well as the Lord 
Chancellor knew them. Any defects in his 
legal erudition were made good by his faith- 
ful associate, the Clerk of Sessions, who had 
a nice little book, bound in half calf and 
clasped like a prayer book, in which the laws 
of the land were written down with sufficient. 
verbosity to give ample employment to the 
attorneys who condescended to _ interpret 
thern for a consideration. This legal com-’ 
pendium, with the farmers’ almanac, the 
local paper, and the Episcopal Church serv- 
ice, formed the body of literature on which 
my mergisterial friend expended his intellect. 
He never read a word of poetry—at least to 
recognize it as poetry—in nis life, and he 
would have been surprised to learn that he 
occasionally talked in prose. This did not 
prevent him, however, from being a ‘good 
sportsman and an excellent companion on 
the moors. ’ He could circumvent a pack of 
grouse, a wisp of snipe, or a covey of par- 
tridge with a skill almost as unerring gs that 
of his own pointers and setters. ; 

When he looked at the sky in the morning, 
before breakfast, and said ** We can’t get any 
birds today,’’ his guests made up their minds 
to expect nothing, and it was alwayssure to 
be justas muchso as if they had read itin 
the New York newspapers. One day, -after 
wading through the heather for severai hours, 
the jurist said: . ‘‘ Boys, there’s nothing for 
us today inthisline. Til tell you what we'll 
do. Do you see that little shanty about two 
miles up the road? Well, that’s the school- 
house, and there’s a young woman in there 
teaching: the children. She’s the most 
learned teacher that ever came to these parts. 
She knows everything. They say that she can 
repeat the Bible backwards, and she writes 
pieces of poetry that length (he drew his 
hand Cown the barrel of his breech loaded) 
for our weekly paper. I vote that we go 
over and call upon her.”’ Accordingly, we 
shouldered our guns, called up the dogs, and 
walked toward the schoolhouse. 

The children were enjoying a recess .and 
were thoroughly absorbed in that me. 
which seems to be us universal as marbiea or 
the force of gravitation, and to form as nec- 
essarya condition of children’s thought as 
space and time.

One summer I was with a walking party in 
the County Donegal.

Interesting Details of aa Historical Event 
from Charles Lowe's Revised “Life of 
Bismarck”=-Imperial Authority Stops 
nt the Door of a Privae Drawinrc- 
Room = William’s Advances Toward 
Reconciliation = Friendship KHKestured 
Over a Bottle of Fine Old Hock. 


In Charles Lowe's revised “* Life of Prince 
Bismarck,”’ just issued by Roberts Bros..(it 
was originally published ten years ago and 


1889 the Czar Alexander III., after his return 
home from his visit to the new German Em- 
peror, said to Bismarck in reply to the lat- 
ter’s pacific assurances: ‘* Prince, I believe 
you, but are you yourself confident of the 
durability of your position?’ To this the 
Chancellor replied: ‘* Sire, I am absolutely 
assured of the unlimited confidence of my 
master, and I shall remain at my post till 
the end of my days.’”’ What was the aston- 
ishment of the Russian ruler when the fol- 
lowing year he, like the rest. of the world, 
learned that Bismarck had suddenly received 
his dismissal? 

At the time of his quitting Berlin, March 
29, 1890, amid circumstances of popular dem- 
onstration and imperial attention which 
caused the Chancellor to remark with grim 
humor that he had been treated to a 
‘first-class funeral,”’ it was generally sup- 
posed that he had gone less by compulsion 
than of his own accord; and this theory 
seemed to be borne out by the rescript with 
which the Emperor had accepted ‘the 
Prince’s resignation. But the ex-Chancellor 
had not been many days in the Sachsenwalid

His 
journey to Vienna wasa triumphal progress, 
the people turning out to do him honor, but 
their rulers actually running away from 
him through fear of offending the Emperor 
of Germany.

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The quarrel between William II. and his 
ex-Chancellor had grown to be one of the 
gravest scandals of the age. It exercised a 
disturbing influence on the domestic affairs 
of the empire. The man who had made the 
German Empire could not be neglected by 
its ruler; yet sovereign dignity on one side 
proved just as strong as wounded self-love 
on the other. In this, asin most other quar- 
rels, there had doubtless been faults on both 
sides; but for a long time it seemed as if the 
parties to it had hardened their hearts 
against all reconciliation. Bismarck, on his 
side, contended that it lay with his sover- 
eign to make the first step, while his Majes- 
ty appeared to be in no hurry to do so. When 
the Reichstag was dissolved in the early 
summer of 1803, and the nation appealed to 
on behalf of the new army bill, it was calcu- 
lated that a reconciliation could not fail to 
have a most favorable effect on the elec- 
tions, and a vain attempt was made to bring 
about a meeting between the Emperor and 
the Prince at the unveiling of a monument 
in Gorlitz to William I. 

In the autumn of the same year, however, 
Bismarck fell very seriously ill at Kissingen 
and then the Emperor’s heart was touched.

To 
this Bismarck rejoined: ‘* My . master’s 
authority ends at my wife’s drawing-room,”’ 
and went on to state that he had remained 
in office only because of his promise to the 
old Emperor to serve his grafidson. Here- 
upon the Emperor demanded the Prince's 
resignation.

The Prince had to be prodded severa] 
times before he sent-.in his resignation. It 
was accepted withemany formal marks of 
appreciation,.the Emperor sending his own 
portrait to his retiring servant, appointing 
him Colonel-General of Cavalry with the 
rank of Field-Marshal, and sending him the 
patent of Duke of Lauenburg. Bismarck 
declined to accept a pension as the reward of 
his ‘“‘incomparable  services,’’ and he 
refused to entomb himself in his 
brand-new title. Once a letter ar- 
rived at Friedrichsruhe addressed to 
the *‘Duchess of Lauenburg.’’ The Princess 
handed it across the table to her husband, 
who raised his right hand to his temple as if 
saluting, and said in a formal tone: ‘“De- 
lighted, madam, to make your acquaint- 
ance’; adding, “‘If ever I wish to travel in- 
cognito, I shall call myself Duke of Lauen- 
burg.” 

The Emperor evidently desired to main- 
tain a formal friendship with Bismarck, go- 


his Majesty’s approaching birthday. All 
Germany was more or less intoxicated with 
that single flask of rare old Rhenish. Truly 
the Rhine is a wonderful river and had once 
more played an important part in the his- 
tory of the Fatherland. T 

So it happened that when Jan. 26 came 
around; Bismarck, having been escorted 
from the station by the Emperor's brother, 
and accompanied back to it by the Emperor 
himself, ail kindnesses and kisses, formed 
the central figure in a court pageant of the 
heart, which evoked more patriotic enthu- 
giasm than had ever been displayed in Berlin 
#ince the triumphal entry of the troops after 
the war with France. In less than a month 
later the Emperor returned his ex-Chancel- 
lor’s visit at Freidrichsruhe;: and on the oc- 
casion of the Prince’s 7th birthday, soon 
after, his Majesty sent him a magnificent 
steel cuirass, for when at Berlin he had been 
appointed honorary chief of the Seydlitz 
Cuirassiers, whose uniform he had ever 
worn in war and in peace. ‘‘May the solid 
steel,’’ wrote his Majesty, ’’which is to cover 
your breast be regarded as the symbol of 
zerman gratitude, which enfolds you with 
its steadfast loyalty, and to which I, too, de- 
sire to give my eloquent expression.’ ‘‘{ 
shall don this new breastplate,’’ replied the 
Prince, “as the symbol of your Majesty’s 
gracious favor, and leave it to my children 
as a lasting memento of the same.’’

clothed with armor sufficiently thick to deflect most any projectile which, in action, would be likely to strike her sloping steel sides. She has 
been given high speed and superior maneuvering powers, and when she dashes at an enemy her commanding officer will have virtually noth- 
ing in the way of a battery to divert his attention from the main purpose of the boat, which is to sink an opponent by ramming. _And when 
the vessel hurls her 2,000 tons of weight against the sides of an enemy’s ship it is safe to predict that the subsequent proceedings will interest 


that vessel no more. 


Admiral Ammen of the United States Navy when he planned the vessel made no proviston fora battery of any description. A sailor, 
and not a soldier, is Admiral Ammen.

MATCH IS IN DANGER. 


OHANOE THAT JOHNSON AND SANGER 
WILL NOT MEET. 


investigation Now in Progress Likely to 
Result in the Expulsion of the Minne- 
apolis Man from the L, A. W--General 
Regret if They Cannot Meet=The Mil- 
waukee Man Outclassed in the Contest 
if It Comes OffSouth Side Club Exists 
Only in Name, 

It will cause general regret if the National 
Kacing Board of the League of American 
Wheelmen prevents Johnson from meeting 
Sanger according to the terms of their 
match agreement. 

Johnson's actions as a racing man within 
the jurisdiction of the league form the sub- 
ject of a close inquiry now afoot. No one 


doubts, not even the Chairman of the Racing ° 


Board, that .he has the spirit of a profes- 
sional. Indeed, afl the prominent racing 
men in the country unhesitatingly say that 
it is only the sheltering aegis of the league 
which preserves to them the appellation of 
amateurs. 

Johnson has been. talking too much of late. 
It was his indiscretion in this direction 
which not long ago led his employers to 
proceed against him by court injunction and 
have him restrained from leaving this coun- 
try for Europe. During the course of the 
legal catechism Johnson several times ad- 
mitted that he had practically concluded ar- 
rangements with the directors of several 
tracks in France to give a series of speed 
exhibitions, for which it ‘is assumed he was 


to be rewarded in actual cash. There was~* 


more danger in these statements than John- 
son imagined, for under the rules of the 
Racing Board when an investigation of this 
sort is in progress it is not necessary, in or- 
der to deal out the severest punishment, to 
have absolute proof. If the circumstantial 
evidence is deemed sufficiently strong, he 
may be expelied from the league. 

It is worthy of note in this connec- 
tion that it was clearly understood abroad 
that Johnson had actually contracted for 
the sale of his services. The day before the 
injunction proceedings were commenced 
against him there was published in the Paris 
edition of the New York Herald a state- 
ment which could have emanated from. no 
other source but Johnson- himself. This 
statement practically pledged Johnson to 
public appearance in France. 

Chief Reason of Suspension. 

tut the chief reason which Chairman 
Gideon had for suspecting the innocence of 
Johnson was the fact that he had offered to 
accept from his employers here in America 
a retaining sum marty thousands of dollars 
less than he is now annually receiving if his 
employers would consent to release him 
from the bondage of his contract and give 
him permission to go avroad. It became 
patent at once that Johnson was in some 
one’s élse employ. A fine rietwork of cir- 
cumstantial evidence has been woven 
around Johnson in this case, and it would 
surprise only a few if the racing man was 
expelled outright from the league. 

Of course if Johnson is expelled it will be 
utterly impossible to bring off the match 
with Sanger, and it will be equally impossi- 
ble for Eck, acting as spokesman for the 
Stearns team, to fullill the conditions of the 
match with the Spalding team, for Johnson 
is at all times the head and front of his 
stuble companions. 

(ijivine Johnson the benefit of whatever 
thought of lenience may be working in the 
mind of the Chairman of the racing board, 
howeveér, several highly interesting matters 
are to be noted in &nnection with the rela- 
tive advantages or disadvantages whicn 
these men hold to each other. For pure 
speed Johnson has always been proven su- 
perior to Sanger. He has not the Milwaukee 
man’s strength, but he is more than his 
match at track tactics: in short, has allin 
his head which Eck, slyest of trainers, has 

.been able to impart. Sanger’s physical ad- 
vantages are of no great importance in a 
match, or any other event, for it is not mere 
brute strength which enables fast. racing 
men to win victories, but the suppleness of 
the muscles coupled with that spirit of con- 
fidence which is born of good handling. It 
is observed with much curiosity by those 
who follow cycle racing that the strong men 
invariably make the poorest showing, while, 
to the contrary, the nimble, agile, finely- 
trained fellows forge to the front, and of 
these latter Johnson is conspicuously chfef. 


Comparison of Sanger and Johnson. 

Johnson has a record of making a mile in 
1:47 3-5 with a fiying start. It is not‘by 
many seconds the fastest trial performance 
on the books, but allusion to it will serve 
to show how much more speedy he has 
proved himself than has Sanger. At no 
time in his racing career has Sanger ridden 
a mile under two minutes. In considering 
this fact it must be remembered that the. 
big fellow has not been a specialist in speed 
like Johnson, but has confined himself ex- 
clusively to open competition. Sanger has 
beaten Johnson many times, and seemingly 
with apparent ease. There have been occa- 
sions when the Minneapolis man has had 
the best of the game in competition with 
Sanger, but those who have witnessed such 
victories of his declare that they are aito- 
gether ascribable to the poor head work of 
Sanger, who is often the victim of his awk- 
wardness on the track. It is not safe to 
give Sanger a reputation for possessing 
extraordinary speed, but,on the other hand, 
it is exceedingly unsafe to assert that he is 
not Johnson's equal in a match. 

In this particular match race each con- 
testant will have the. benefit of pace- 
makers. It is not to be supposed that the 
pacemakers will ride their men to exhaus- 
tion. In fact, the public will be lucky if it 
sees a limit of 2:15 or 2:10 set for the mile. 
This is not going fast when it is recalled 
that the world’s record for a mile is held by 
edwards at 1:34 1-5. But a track move- 
ment of 2:15 or under is quite as much ap- 
preciated by lovers of good sport as the 
higher velocity, for al! know that there can 
be no loafing at sucha clip, and to prevent 
loafing is the whole purpose of placing a 
time limit on such an event asthis. Again, 
it must be borne in mind that there are not 
more than a score of men in this country 
who can ride under 2:10. It is possible, 
however, that for the purpose of stimulat- 
ing public interest in match races a stiffer 
limit than has here been named will be 
placed upon all three of. the races between 
Sanger and Johnson. Both men could fol- 
low quadruplet pacing crews at a velocity 
of a mile in two minutes without showing 
much sign of distress at the end of the jour- 
ney. At least Johnson could, however it 
may be with Sanger. 

Johnson in Constant Training. 

Johnson has not been out of training once 
in the last two years. When he has not been 
riding he has been skating. Work seems to 
agree with him. Sanger, on the other hand, 
regularly goes out of training as soon asthe 
racing season closes, ahd has just pulled 
through an unusually severe attack of fever 
—typhoid, it is said, but hardly with truth. 
flor typhoid-fever would leave him unfit to 
race for two years to.come unless he dis- 
obeyed his medical adviser. Thus in many 
ways Sanger seems to be at a disadvantage. 

It is believed that the first of the series of 
races comprising thé match will be held on 
the new track to be built at Manhattan 
Leach, in which Austin Corbin, the railroad 
magnate, is so largely interested. If not at 
New York, then the race apportioned to the 
astern terri*ory will either be held on the 
Waltham track outside of Boston or on the 
famous record-breaking track at Spring- 
field, Mass. The second race in the series 
will either be held in Chicago or Louisville. 
and the third indisputably in Denver. The 
choosing of the places for these events will 
altogether depend upon the numbers of peo- 
ple which can be induced to witness them. 

The South Side Cycling club exists only in 
name. It was the intention of those organ- 
izing this club to house its members in great 
style. They were to have a reading-room, a 
library, a swimming pool, a gymnasium, a 
storage-room for the machines, a dining- 
room, and all the other luxuries In the way 
of club equipment, and in order to acquire 
these things a membership of 500 cycling en- 
thusiasts were to be assessed $15 apiece. 
This would yield $7,500. Bonds were to be 
dssued for twice as much more. But the 500 
did not upprove such a method of financing— 
in fact, there were not more than a score or 
so who did. And that is why the South Side 
Cycling club has no more substance than its 
name,

Terrible Arraignment of the’ Demon, the 
Truth of Which Cannot Be Gainsaid.

ty; despair, not hope; misery, not happiness; 
and with the mafevolence of a fiend it calm- 
ly surveys its frightful desolation and un- 
Satiated havoc, It poisons felicity, kills 
peace, ruins morals, blights confidence, 
slays. reputations, and wipes out national 
honor, then curses the world and laughs at 
its ruin, It does allthat,and more. It mur- 
ders the soul. It is the sum of all villainies, 
the father of all crimes, the mother of all 
abominations, the devil’s best friend, and 
God's worst enemy.

Taul Potter, the dramatist, whose drama- 


tization of “ Trilby”’ is attracting wide at~- 


tention just now, lives in an old-fashioned 
range of buildings called the Colonnade, in 
Lafayette place, New York. He occupies 
the very room once occupied by Kyrie Bel- 
lew, before that elegant gentleman was the 
partner and coach of Mrs. James Brown 
Potter, but the room is stripped of 
all effeminate trappings. It is dark, 
and studious. On one side of 
the street is the Astor Library; on the other 
gide is the Mercantile. Ata stone’s throw is 
the famous De Vinne Press. All along the 
street are book-publishing houses. The at- 
mosphere is redolent of new printed paper 
and reverberates with the dull roar of print- 


ing presses. Paul Potter, as you look at him, 


at first suggests Father Ducey, the most 
fashionably eccentric of metropolitan pre- 
lates. He is of medium size, stoutish, and 
heavy set, with a fat, clean-shaven face. 
dark eyes, and gray hair that is brushed 
low over the forehead. He has a heavy neck, 
heavy shoulders, heavy hands, heavy lips, 
but a soft and insinuating voice and a mild 
and suave manner. He walks up and down 
the room as he is being interviewed, and 
makes perennial exotic cigarets. 

“ "Phe dramatization of ‘ Trilby,’ ”’ said he, 
**was an accident—like lots of other success- 
es. The way it came to be made isthis: I 
have been the house dramatist and reader of 
plays, play physician if you will, for Palm- 
er’s Theater for some time... Cazauran and 
Boucicault were among my illustrious pre- 
decessors. Weill, Mr. Palmer in- 
tended to put on David Belasco’s new play, 
“Heart of Maryland,’ and had a company 


Mr. Belasco resolved that it would not do to 
produce his new play during Lent. He was 
guperstitious and fearful of launching the 


Mr. Palmer and told him of his resolve. The 
Taanager argued with the dramatist for some 
time, but the dramatist was‘obdurate. Mr. 
Palmer was then in a dilemma. He had 
engaged a fine cast for, the piece and was 
quite ready. He had actors under contract 
and did not know how to keep them busy. 
Just then I had bought a copy of * Trilby,’ 
the novel, and read it. 

“I saw in a moment the possibilities for 
its dramatization. I went to Mr. Palmer 
He immediate- 
ly. chimed in with my opinion, and together 
‘we jumped into a cab and drove to the Har- 
pers to find out what terms we could make 
‘with them. Mr. Harry Harper and Mr. 
Thome Harper thought favorably of our 
plan and wired Du Maurier, who wired back 
promptly authorizing them to allow the 
novel to be dramatized. The Harpers said 
from the outset that all the proceeds of the 
novel as dramatized would be turned over 
to the novelist. 

“I set to work at the play and completed 
I always work in the read- 
ing room of the Astor or the Mercantile 
Library. The presence of other, people does 
not disturb me. I dislike the solitude of the 
itudy. When, at the end of two weeks, I 
had completed the play it had to be submit- 
ted to.an expert jury agreeable to the Har- 
pers and to me. Howells, the novelist, at 
first promised to act as one of this jury, but 
later asked to be released.’ The jury, com- 
posed of three experts, finally approved of 
my work, and, then the manuscript was 
turned over to Presbery, the stage manager 
at Palmer's, to select the people for the 

rts. We picked out Virginia Harned for 

rilby, Wilton Lackaye for Svengali, and 
Burr McIntosh, John Glendenning, Mme. 
Cottrelly, Leo. Dietrichstein, Alfred Hick- 
man, and other capable players for the other 


; How “ Trilby ” Made a Hit. 
“The question in a serious play is what 


is the obstacle between the lovers? Here ~ 


in *‘ Trilby’ I had a brand new: obstacle— 
hypnotism. I made. Svengali the leading 
dominating character and Lackaye por- 
trays the character with magnificent effect. 
The first night the play was produced in 
Boston I was very nervous. I walked the 
streets and trotted around the Common and 


‘didn’t reach the theater until half-past 10, 


when I thought the play would be well over. 
Judge of my surprise when I found that the 
applause had protracted the performance 
go that only the third act was reached. 
They told me the play was a ‘ winner,’ and 
they even called me in front of the curtain. 
my every-day working clothes on. 

“And here I wish to say emphatically 
that writing for the stage is a_ serious 
trade, hard work, not a holiday trip com- 
bined of inspiration and exhilaration.There 
are the drama’s rules, and they must be 
mastered. There is the technique of the 
stage and that must be mastered. Novel- 
iets study types; playwrights study rules. 
The idea that a successful playwright must 
trot around bar-rooms and Urawing-rooms 


‘in order to study human nature does not, 


in my opinion, hold good. Read plays. 
Study plays. Observe why certain plays 
succeed. Observe why certain plays fail. 
‘That is the way to arrive at writing suc- 
cessful plays. It is no easy task to discov- 
er all this. Each aspirant for stage craft 
honors has to find it owt for himself.’’ 

Mr, Potter showed his interviewer his li- 


. brary of stage plays. They are in all states 


of binding and in all languages. He keeps 
them ih a glass case, such as ladies of fash- 
fon use to keep their bric-a-brac. He has 
piles of manuscript plays in bundles on the 
floor. They:are by Pinero, Buchanan, Bou- 
cicault, paid for but never produced because 
they were found to be unavailable when 
they fell into the stage manager’s hands. 
“When I say that play-writing isa difficult 
art I do not exaggerate,”’ continued Mr. Pot- 
ter. “I have worked hard at it myself. I 
have served my apprenticeship. Let me 
’ give you a list of my productions, even at the 
My first stage 
work was ‘The City Directory,’ written 
originally for Donnelly and Girard.

Pestilence Will Breed in the War.Wasted 
Regions of China. 


Fernand Ganesco, the Japanese war corre- 
spondent of Le Figaro, and attached to the 
first Japanese army corps in Mandschuriet, 
writes from Kin-chu the following interesting 
sketch of the Japanese soldier’s life in the 
fieid, in which he gives an interview with a 
Japanese officer—a chief of squadron—who 
had for some time been a resident of France. 
The officer spoke about the present winter 


ing it that have been current in Europe and 
the United States. 

‘“*As you perceive,”’ suid he, ‘* we endure 
this winter campaign very well. Our enemies 
have from the beginning of the war tried to_ 
scare us with the idea that the winter weather 
would be fatal to us, and this opinior. has also 
been entertained by Europeans and Ameri- 
cans unfamiliar with the Joca! conditions in 
China. Now, my opinion is that an army op- 
erating in Chinu during the winter has every 
advantage with them. During the summer 
terrible epidemics are common over the 
whole of China and would soon piace a whole 
army hors de combat. While I do not like to 
pose as ah evil prophet, I am perfectly certain 
that one result from this war will be a series 
of fearful epidemics as soon as the warm 
weather sets in. and Europe and America 
might as well in time take every precaution 
to guard against its spreading to those coun- 
tries. kin 

**An army operating in China during’ the 
winter weather has one great advantage, all 
rivers and inland seas are frozén, the country 
is one vast pisin over which an army can 
without any difficulty maneuver at pleasure. 
Our soldiers are dressed to resist the cold and 
we need not be afraid of either fevers or 
cholera. And you notice how we hurden the 
soldierse—a coid bath every morning—and you 
know my countrymen always use hot water 
for their baths. If the war should continue 
during the late spring and summer we would 
be in a hole, as the roads are absolutely unfit 
for movement of guns or the necessities of an 
army.”’ 

**The Japanese soldiers,”’ says the French 
correspondent, “‘are splendidly disciplined. 
During the evening if one gues through the 
silent streets where one does not meet a 
human being except the guards after 10 
o’clock, it is almost impossible to believe 
that one is in a conquered country in the 
midst of a victorious army. From the close- 
ly shut little houses holding from five to 
fifteen soldiers each, not a‘cry, song, or 
sound is heard. Their giadness is mute. 
They enjoy their victory and triumph ina 
way most natural to them, without show, 
noise, or big words. ‘The Japanese have been 
a surprise to all and with the experience they 
have gained in modern warfare may become 
a powerful factor in Asiatic politics and a far 
from despisable foe for a European army: to 
engage with and with more than doubtful re- 
sults.”’

When the wife died 
he kept on, and months went by before his 
regular patrons knew who laundered the 
articles they brought or sent him from all 
quarters of the city. He makes a little ex- 
tra now and then by selling a preparation 
for “glossing’’ silk laces, and once in a while 
he goes out,by the day|and “does up’’ a mull 
evening frock which is soiled, but not frayed 
or worn. One of the children goes to a 


paid to look after the house and see that the 
younger ones are fed out of the money made 
in this manner. 

Another man in the vicinity of South Chi- 
cago advertises himself as ‘‘ready to do 
house cleaning by the day or week,” and in 
Htyde Park there is a sturdy Swede who is 
in great demand for scrubbing floors, swecp- 
ing, and the like. His fee is $2a day, and he 
is seldom idle. 


This Man Cleans Bric-a-Brac. 

A “ bric-a-brac ” cleaner leaves his card 
at certain houses regularly, and Hyde Park 
is also the home of the only “‘ repasseur,”’ 
or doer up of fine table linen, in the city—in 
the entire West, he says. In France this 
work is performed by women specially 
trained to do it, and the man claims to have 
learned his trade from them. He takes the 
costly linen to his home, washes it, irons it, 
Carns any tiny rents or cuts with almost 
invisible stitches, and returns it snowy 
white, glossy as silk, and smelling faintly 
of dried lavender. ‘To this work he adds 
that of cleansing unwashable lace curtains, 
silk draperies and hangings and underwear 
which is trimmed with real ** thread ”’ lace, 
and he owns the secret of a fluid which will 
entirely remove grease or water spots from 
the daintiest surfaces without leaving the 
slightest trace behind. This man has 
thrived so well that he is an autocrat and 
will work only for a few favored families, 
and he has to be carefully and deferentially 
consulted with as to time, etc. 

Still another man who has taken up a 
branch of what is usually considered wom- 
an’s work is living in Kenwood. He makes 
a specialty of preparing the houses of his 
patrons for parties and functions, and if 
he is expected to produce the best results 
takes charge of the’*house and servants 
more than a week beforehand. He is by no 
means above taking charge of the annual 
spring cleaning of large houses. He also 
looks after the homes of people who are 
away for the summer, and in some cases 
sells the unneeded flowers for no contempt- 
ible sum. 

Have Neat Kits of Tools. 

** Professional sweepers’’ and “parlor 
dusters ’’ are common on the South Side, but 
so far as known there is only one “ bed- 
cleaner ’’ who is a man, The sweepers make 
visits unequipped and are content to use 
the lower door, but the ‘‘ dusters’’ appear 
with a neat eamall satchel not unlike that of 
a piano-tuner, and the bed man brings with 
him a formidable array of bottles containing 
polishes, exterminating liquids, and in ad- 
dition to his regular pay demands his food 
should he be engaged at mealtimes, and lev- 
ies a tax of old silk handkKerchiefs from each 
one of his patrons. 

The North Side boasts a “‘lamp man,’’ who 
looks after the lamps of his customers at 
regular weekly, semi-weekly, or daily inter- 
vals, and he, too, carries a valise and makes 
a small charge for new wicks, brass polish, 
burners, and the fiuid in which he occasion- 
ally boils defective burners. He is an au- 
thority on shades and lamp decorations and 
is also an adept at making these articles 
Another man on the West Side gives lessons 
in paper flower-making, too, and claims that 
he has supplied the flowers for more thana 
dozen funerals of the poorer sort. : 

Kdgewater has a “ professional mender ”’ 
who does work of which a convert might be 
proud, and in a down-tewn “ repairing par- 
lor ’’ a.man does the actual work, although 
a woman receives it and serves as figurehead 
ior the concern. It is the same way at the 
tiny fancy work and embroidery store so 
well known to fashionable housekeepers 
who delight in finely-embroidered table and 
bed linen, and it is said that this man has 
the monograms, and in many instances the 
coat-of-arms, of half the English aristoc- 
racy at his finger ends. Give him an idea of 
what you wantin the way of embroidery of 
special needlework and the day on which he 
promises it will be ready for you. 

Sofa Pillows ahd Sachets Made. 

Another man who has business enough to 
warrant a down-town office is a purveyor of 
sofa pillows. He started out since the craze 
for this varied article became general, and 
has profited steadily by the fad. He wil! 
supply anything in this line, from smail 
square pillows of ticking filled with hops for 
sleeplessness, or pine needles for nervous- 
ness, to the largest possible creations of silk, 
satin, lace, or embossed leather. Still an- 
other man earns his bread by preparing, 
making, and refilling sachets, and furnish- 
ing old-fashioned dried lavender and thyme 
for those who are fond of these homely per- 
fumes, and in the days of the rose jar he

made quite a comfortable sum by this 
ubiquitous ornament. 

A lacemaker chooses Halsted street .for 
his dwelling place, and Biue Island ave- 
nue is the home of a man milliner 
who advertises to “‘make the oldest 
style hat or bonnet look like new for 
fifty cents. No hat I trim costs more than $1 
for new material.’’ West Harrison street 
has a rival of this individual whose windo~ 
card reads: “Old hats trimmed to look like 
those in the store windows. Old trimmings 
used to advantage, and no extra charge for 
ironing ribbons.’’ 

On West Madison street is a cloakmaker 
who remodels garments exclusively, and 
makes a speciality of doing up worn or 
shabby wraps, a branch of labor usually 
considered peculiarly, womanly, and a man 
Gressmaker not many blocks away from 
him puts on his door sign an assurance that 
he “‘can pad a slender form or make a stout 
one look slim better than any woman who 
thinks she can sew.”’ 


Men Care for Babies. 

There are no less than three glove-menders 
on this same thoroughfare, one hand-knitter, 
two makers of baby clothing, one crochetted 
lace-maker, one manufacturer of women’s 
underwear, and half a dozen men who do the 
womanly work of caring for children either 
at their own homes or, if the mothers are 
poor and must work away from home, ina 
room hired for the purpose. One man who 
could get no work last winter earned a 
ecanty living by taking a dozen or so chil- 
dren from well-to-do families to and from 
kindergarten daily, and on some few days 
made a little extra by wheeling babies up 
and down in the sunshine. One Ashland av- 
enue family employs a man.regularly to care 
for and do nurse’s duty to a little 4-year-old 
son of the household, and another hires a 
young fellow to watch their six small boys 
in the basement gymnasium and _-see that 
they neither harm themselves or each other. 

In a “‘mission”’ established in one of the 
wretched neighborhoods of the city there is 
a man who teaches sewing and patching, 
and an Armenian in one of the foreign dis- 
tricts has a large class to whom he teaches 
the peculiar needlework of his country. 

There are nearly a dozen men in Chicago 
who do general housework, not to mention 
a few Chinese, and one South Side family 
has tor second girl a “Jap” left over from 
the World’s Fair, and a learned Turk who 
makes confectionery for dessert runs the 
sewing-machine and otherwise ‘‘puts in” his 
time at woman’s work in return for his 
board and a dollar a week. 

Masculine cosmetic-makers are plentiful 
in the city, and hairdressers are legion, but 
there are few manicures and not many more 
hbeauty-culturists. One of these goes from 
house to house, offering to doctor complex-. 
ions and remove: superfiuous hair, and an- 
other has a regular round of customers 
whom he visits daily and who pay him a 
Stated salary in place of the regular fee. 


Brushing Women’s Hair. 

There is a man who, while not a regular 
barber, spends his time washing and brush- 
ing the hair of the women who employ him, 
and there are several male seamstresses who 
go out by the day. One man who lives way 
out on the western edge of town makes En- 
glish muffins for a living, and another lives 
on the proceeds of the pork pies he assists 
his wife to make. Men are gradually creep- 
ing into the ranks of the hospital nurses, 
and there is a rumor of one who has takena 
kindergarten course. 

But the champion man who does woman’s 
work is a corset-fitter and silk undervest 
manufacturer, and his rival is the man who 
makes the nightgowns for an intensely swell 
woman's furnishigg house,

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LOTOS TIME IN JAPAN 


HENRY T. FINK’S BOOK ON THE 
PROUD LITTLE EMPIRE. 


He Takes Issue with the Recent Writers 
on the Orient on the Question of Wom- 
an=Understands the Critics, but Does 
Not Sympathize ‘with Them=Sees Much 
to Admite in the Geishas, Who Are 
“No More Frail Than American Act- 


resses.” 

Mr. Henry T. Fink, who enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the author of a successful 
book having for its subject ‘‘ Romantic Love 
and Personal Beauty,” and who is further- 
more the musical critic of the New York 
Evening Post, has in the press of the Messrs. 
Scribner a book with the attractive title, 
**Lotos Time in Japan.’”’ Mr. Fink admits 
that Japan is a very much written of coun- 
try, at the same time # continues to lend it- 
self to the writer’s pen.- Although there 
have been hundreds of books written on 
this subject Mr. Fink contends that his is 
the only one in which is given “ a conven- 
lent bird’s-eye view, in a few brief chapters, 
of the principal points in which Japanese 
civilization is superior to our own.”’ This 
aspect of the subject he considers particu- 
larly ‘‘timely and desirable’’ in. view of 
‘the American tendency to estimate Japan- 
ese civilization from a purely material and 
military point of view. I have tried to show 
that the Japanese have as much to teach us 
as we have to teach them, and that what 
they can offer us is, on the whole, of a higher 
and nobler order than what we can offer 
them. Japanese civilization is based om 
altruism, ours on egotism.”’ 

Mr. Fink expresses his indebtedness to 
Mr. Heromich Shugio, a Japanese gentle- 
man well known in New York art and liter- 
ary circles, under whose guidance he could 
not but learn much that the average tourist 
would fail to discover. I had heard that 
Mr. Fink was very much impressed with the 
charm of Japanese women and it was with 
no little interest that I turned to the chap- 
ter of his work which deals with this sub- 
ject. Naturally the author: of ‘* Romantic 
Love and Personal Beauty” should: be an 
authority in such a matter. Some tourists 
have ‘‘ bluntly declared ’”’ that there is ab- 
solutely no female beauty in Japan. Mr. 
link can understand these critics, but not 
sympathize with them. 

‘If,’’ he says, ‘‘a man’s taste leads him to 
look upon a tall, buxom, queenly, Scandi- 
navian, English, or German blonde as his 
ideal of beauty, he will be disappointed in 
eapan, for such women do not exist there. 
But if his ideal of beauty is the graceful, ele- 
gant, petite brunette of Andalusia his eyes 
avill be constantly delighted in Japan by 
visions of loveliness and grace. I frankly 
confess that what made meplan my visit to 
Jaban was the knowledge that all the women 
are built after this type. And I confess, too, 
that after a few weeks among these grace- 
ful, miniature beauties the few large foreign 
women I saw seemed angular, ungainly, 
plain, and masculine. Nowhere on four con- 
tinents have I seen eyes, black and brown, 
more lovely in color and shape than in To- 
kyo and Kyoto; nowhere-hands and wrists 
more delicately molded; nowhere arms and 
busts more beautifully rounded; nowhere 
lips more refined and inviting, though they 


-are ignorant of the art of kissing; nowhere 


more perfect grace of gesture and attitude, 
above the waist. Their gait alone is clumsy, 
because of their clogs and their fashion of 
turning in their toes. I object also to the 
prevalent use of paint and powder on cheeks 
and lips, and to the national habit of comb- 
ing back the hair from the forehead. Were 
these objectionable habits amended the ob- 
vious proportion of beauty would be still 
greater.”’ 

Unless a.foreigner be a teacher or a mis- 
sionary he finds it difficult to become ac- 
quainted with the better class of Japanese 
women, who are kept-in the background by 
their lords and:masters. In these circum- 
stances the foreigner must get his idea of 
the women of Japan from the tea-houses, 
nor does Mr. Fink consider this altogether 
a disadvantage, for ‘‘the waiting-maids are 
chosen for their beauty, while the geishas, 
like the hetairai of ancient Greece, are not 
only trained in all the arts of personal beau- 
ty and artistic fascination, but are so care- 
fully educated that in wit and intelligence 
they usually surpass the domestic women in 
the quiet family circle. The geishas are the 
brighest and most accomplished of all Japa- 
nese women, and in making their acquaint- 
ance one meets, therefore, favorable speci- 
mens of the country’s womanhood, except 
in the matter of frailty of character. Yet 
this trait must not be exaggerated, as it is 
by superficial observers, who confound the 
geisha withthe joro. Asaclass, geishas are 
perhaps no more frail than European or 
American actresses, and the most respecta- 
ble men, native and foreign, never hesitate 
to have their meals spiced by their beauty 
and art.”’ 

The geishas are trained in the art of mak- 
‘ing themselves agreeable,and they practice 
this art as a means of livelihood, many of 
them leading most respectable lives in the 
bosom of their families. They are, says Mr. 
Fink, “ engaged as musicians and other 
social entertainers are engaged by us, 
usually two or more together, at so much 
an hour or evening; and the place selected 
is almost always a tea house, where tea, 
food, and rice wine serve as accompani- 
ment to the feast of smiles, wit, and music. 
The combination cannot but be considered 
a happy one.” 

In this same chapter Mr. Fink describes 
a typical Japanese dinner at which he and 
Mr. Shugio and Mr. Robert Blum,the artist, 
were guests. The dinner was at a restau-

‘After the second ballot I whispered to 
Chainman Carter of Ohio: ‘Now is your 
time. If you can throw the Ohio vote for 
Lincoln Chase can have anything he wants.’ 
‘ H-how d-d’ye know” stuttered Carter. ‘I 
know, and you know I wouldn't say soif I 
didn’t know. Ask Judge Davis. He holds 
the authority from Lincoln.’ 

“So Carter got up and boldly announced 
eighteen or nineteen Ohio votes for Lincoln, 
though the delegation had not been polled. 
Giddings challenged the vote, but after an 
acrimonious wrangle on the poll it was found 
that Carter hadn’t ‘ nigged ’ more than one 
or two votes. That Ohio vote put him up 
alongside of Seward. _The next ballot 
brought the victory, and the haughty; lord- 
ly Seward’s goose was cooked.” 

Mr. Medill’s. estimate of the importance of 
this missionary work he states thus: 

“I don’t know that this arrangement of 
seats in the convention was potential for the 
nomination of Lincoln; but I have always 
believed that if Pennsylvania had been 
placed within the sphere of Thurlow Weed’s 
influence we shouldn’t have come within 
fifty yotes of success. As for Ohio, if that 
State had been near New York. it would 
never have broken for Lincoln‘as it did, and

After Mr. Lincoln became President his 
relations with Mr. Medill continued to be of 
the most friendly character. The two men 
met occasionatly in the White House, and 
they maintained a steady correspondence. 
yet very- seldom did either write to the 
other a letter. The manner of this seeming 
paradox is interesting. In the midst of the 
titanic turmoils of the war Lincoln had lit- 
tle time and less inclination to write per- 
sonal letters. Yet no public man, not even 
the first Napoleon himself, had a stronger 
appetite for intelligence or more. various 
methods of acquiring it. In last October’s 
number of McClure’s Magazine Mr. Mitchell 
described how admirably Mr: Dana served 
the President as his ‘‘ eyes at thé front,’’ 
and with what keenness of relish the humor- 
ist of the White House absorbed the pun- 
gent dispatches of the humorist of the War 
Department. Mr, Lincoln had other means 
of gaining and imparting military and po- 
litical news of which, perhaps, not even his 
Assistant Secretary of War was cognizant. 

Communication was kept up between the 
President and Mr. Medill through the med- 
iary offices of Schuyler Colfax and E. B.
